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A    Few    First    Principles    for  Fanciers. 


PRELIMIXAKY  to  an  irregular  series  of  short  articles 
ou  matiDg  tborougbbred  fowls  which  will  begiu  iu  the 
uexl  issue  of  this  paper,  auii  cootinue  through  several 
months,  we  offer  here  a  few  observutions  on  the  gen- 
~T^\  elementary  principles  which  should  govern  the  amateur 
:  .ncier  in  breeding  operations. 

First,  as  to  buying  stock.  It  is  quite  the  common  thing  for 
•ihe  new  fancier  starting  iu  a  variety  to  buy  one  or  two  pens, 
or  yards  of  fowls,  with  the  idea  that  by  so  doing  he  puts  him- 
-el(  in  a  position  to  begin  immediately  the  sale  of  eggs  for 
.itching,  and  at  the  same  time  hatch  considerable  numbers  of 
bickens  for  himself,  and  thus  be  ready  to  begin  the  sale  of 
reeding  and  exhibition  stock  the  first  season. 
If  he  has  money  enough  to  buy  all  good  stock,  and  if  fortune 
favors  him  during  the  first  season  that  may  prove  to  have  been 
good  policy /or and  for  tlir(t  time.  Oftener  events  will 
demonstrate  to  him  that  it  would  have  been  wi^er  to  buy  fewer 
and  better  birds,  to  sell 
no  eggs  for  hatching  the 
first  season,  and  to  let  the 
question  of  selling  slock 
rest  until  he  had  grown 
his  first  crop  of  chickens, 
sele\;teJ  from  them  what 
he  de?ired  for  his  next 
^ea^on's  work,  and  found 
out  just  what  be  had  to 
sell. 

The  new  fancier  should 
make  his  beginning  w  ith 
the  best  specimens  of  his 
chosen  variety  that  he 
<;an  afford  to  buy.  If 
his  mean?  are  limited — as 
they  usually  are  —  the 
more  fowls  he  buys  the 
poorer  must  be  their 
individual  and  average 
quality.  Of  course  it  is 
not  expected  that  the 
ordinary  novice  will  buy 
birds  at  the  long  prices 
frequently  paid  by  fan- 
ciers for  choice  exhilii  tion 
specimens,  but  there  is 
an  intermediate  scale  of 
prices  between  thoie  and 
the  prices  usually  paid 
for  breeding  stock  by 
beginners. 

If  instead  of  buying  a 
pen  of  five  birds  at,  say 
twenty-five  dollars,  one 
will  put  the  twenty-five 
dollars  into  three  birds, 
he  may  rea^onably  expect  the  produce  of  the  three,  though  less 
numerous,  to  be  more  valualjle  both  individually  and  in  the 
aggregate  than  the  produce  of  the  cheaper  birds  would  have 
Ijeen.  At  about  the  range  of  prices  indicated  by  S"2-5  per  trio 
one  should  secure  stock  of  a  class  thiit  would  produce  a  gooil 
proporticn  of  winners  for  the  smaller  shows.  He  might  get 
birds  that  could  produce  winners  for  the  larger  shows,  but  if 
he  did  it  would  probably  be  because  the  seller  failed  to  discern 
the  breeding  quality  of  the  specimens  shipped. 

The  fancier  who  wants  to  win  at  the  first  class  shows  must 
either  pay  fancy  prices  for  stock  or  spend  years  in  carefully 
improving  from  a  lower  priced  stock;  but  as  the  usual  way  is 
for  exhibitors  to  go  to  the  big  shows  after  a  successful  experi- 
ence at  the  smaller  shows,  and  as  without  experience  in  the 
management  of  fowls  the  fancier  who  buys  topnolch  speci- 
mens is  taking  heavier  risks  than  the  average  beginner  can 
afford  to  take,  we  think  it  safe  to  say  that  in  buying  stock  at 
the  rate  of  $25  to  $3.5  per  trio  the  average  beginner  is  striking 
a  reasonable  medium  between  possiliilities  and  risks. 

We  would  not  t^e  understood  as  saying  that  one  cannot  get 
cuoice  specimens  at  lower  figures.   Very  frequently  fine  speci- 


mens can  be  bought  for  less,  but  we  think  one  who  does  not 
know  the  quality  of  the  stock  he  is  buying  is  safer  to  pay  the 
higher  price  than  to  try  to  get  a  bargain. 

Having  purchased  a  few  choice  specimens,  mated  by  their 
breeder  for  results,  the  novice  should  breed  them  as  mated,  for 
It  is  reasonably  sure  that  the  breeder  whose  reputation  in  a 
measure  depends  on  results  of  the  mating,  has  mated  them  to 
the  best  of  his  judgment;  while  just  as  soon  as  the  novice 
begins  to  mate  stock  of  which  he  knows  nothing  according  to 
his  notion,  be  puts  his  breeding  operations  on  the  most  unsatis- 
factory kind  of  a  basis. 

To  the  beginner  in  any  variety  of  thoroughbred  fowls  we 
say  : — Buy  all  the  birds  you  breed  from  the  first  season  from 
one  breeder.  Have  him  mate  them  for  you,  and  breed  them 
as  he  has  mated  them.  Don't  think  you  must  mate  males  and 
females  not  akin.  Tnecry  against  inbreeding  Is  half  ignorance 
and  half  humbug. 
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The  amateur  fancier  who,  with  the  results  of  a  first  season's 
breeding  to  select  from,  approaches  the  task  of  making  his 
matings  for  the  coming  season,  ought  to  have  a  good  grasp  on 
the  fact  that  proper  selection  is  the  first  law  of  breeding.  VTe 
might  go  further  and  sav  that  it  is  the  one  great  general  Ihw  of 
breeding,  and  that  all  other  laws  and  rules  are  but  subordinate 
parts  of  it. 

Proper  selection  necessitates  more  knowledge  of  a  breed 
than  most  amateurs  possess  at  this  stage,  and  if  possible  the 
amateur  should  call  in  expert  advice.  If  such  advice  cannot 
be  obtained,  or  can  be  obtained  only  at  a  prohibitive  price,  the 
next  best  thing  is  to  consult  other  fanciers  and  breeders. 
There  are  now  few  poultry  fanciers  so  completely  isolated  that 
they  cannot  get  this  kind  of  Tiu  V.  To  the  novice  in  mating, 
the  advice  of  any  breeder  who  has  attained  any  degree  of  suc- 
cess should  be  of  some  service.  Even  if  the  breeder  has  no 
special  knowledge  of  your  particular  variety,  bis  general 
knowledge  will  help  you.  And,  even  If  It  is  impossible  to 
consult  any  but  novices  like  yourself ,  it  is  as  a  rule  better  to 
confer  with  them  than  to  go  It  alone.  The  one  caution  to 
observe  In  such  conferences  is  to  avoid  allowing  yourself  to  be 


imposed  upon  by  one  who  assumes  a  knowledge  of  a  breed,  or 
of  breeding,  which  he  does  not  possess.  A  safe  rule  in  judging 
the  qualifications  of  other  fanciers  is  to  estimate  their  value  by 
what  they  have  produced.  If  you  can  listen  to  opinions,  and 
take  from  them  what  your  common  sense  approves,  you  can 
always  profit  by  conference  with  other  breeders,  even  though 
less  experienced  than  yourself. 

To  the  making  of  his  matings  the  veteran  breeder  gives  much 
time  and  thought,  and  the  novice  cannot  expect  to  make  his 
matings  off-hand.  Let  him  study  his  fowls,  and  consult  with 
others.  If  in  the  end  he  must  make  the  matings  upon  his  own 
judgment,  let  him  proceed  upon  the  principle  just  laid  down 
for  the  beginner  who  is  buying  birds,  and  mate  only  a  few  of 
his  best  specimens. 

Don't  attempt  to  u>e  everything  passable  that  you  have. 
Take  only  the  specimens  you  have  reason  to  expect  will  pro- 
duce as  good  or  better  than  themselves  and  their  parents. 

Every  inferior  specimen 
used  in  a  mating  takes 
you  backward  instead  of 
forward.  More  than 
that,  the  produce  of  these 
Inferior  specimens  takes 
room  and  time  and  care 
that  you  could  far  more 
profitably  devote  to  the 
progeny  of  your  few 
good  ones. 

Don't  expect  to  pro- 
duce all  or  nearly  all  ex- 
hibition specimens.  Ac- 
cept now  the  fact  which 
in  time  observation  will 
teach  you  that  judgment 
of  the  quality  of  birds  is 
not  absolute,  but  that 
every  judge  and  every 
breeder  in  some  degree 
adjusts  his  judtrment  to 
the  quality  of  the  speci- 
mens before  him.  Birds 
are  superior  or  inferior 
by  comparison,  and  in 
every  flock  there  are  al- 
ways a  few  that  outshine 
the  rest.  It  is  these  few 
that  you  must  rely  upon 
to  build  up  and  improve 
your  stock,  and  nine 
times  out  of  ten  it  will 
pay  you  better  to  breed 
only  from  the  few  best 
though  their  number  be 
so  limited  that  you  could 
not  expect  to  produce 
from  them  as  mau>  chickens  as  you  now  think  you  want  this 
season,  than  to  breed  from  specimens  enough  to  insure  the 
number  desired.  From  the  fancier's  point  of  view,  as  from 
the  point  of  view  of  every  breeder  working  for  improvement, 
it  is  folly  to  produce  inferior  specimens  at  the  expense  of  those 
which  uuder  proper  conditions  will  develop  superior  excel- 
lence. 

Don't  set  the  number  of  chickens  to  be  grown  this  year  .it  a 
figure  representing  the  utmost  capacity  of  your  plant— on  a 
table  poultry  basis.  That  is  what  is  too  often  done.  It  works 
fairly  well  while  the  chicks  are  small,  but  this  crowding  is 
what  causes  mo-t  of  the  troubles  of  fanciers  who  find  things 
going  not  so  satisfactorily  iu  the  summer  and  fall  as  they  did 
in  the  spring. 

In  the  articles  referred  to  in  the  first  paragraph,  expert 
breeders  will  give  their  rules  for  mating  the  pbpular  varieties 
of  fowls.  AVe  have  arranged  with  these  contributors  to 
answer  (luestions  on  points  not  covered  by  their  articles.  AVe 
want  to  say  just  a  word  to  those  who  ask  questions:  Study 
the  article  carefully  before  you  ask  anv  questions.  We  have 
not  space,  nnr  have  these  special  contributors  time  to  answer 
questions  which  a  careful  reading  of  their  articles  would  have 
made  unnecessarv. 
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A  Plain  Poultry  House  for  Twenty-five  Fowls 


FRONT  AND   END   OF   MK.   PATTISON'S   POULTRY  HOCSK. 


IN  DESCRIBING  our  ideas  of  the  best  plain  poultry  house 
for  twenty-five  fowls,  we  are  giving;  practically  the  plans 
of  a  house  which  we  have  built  anil  used  a  sufficient  time 
to  prove  its  worth.    The  house  referred  to,  however,  has 
two  pens,  and  is  used  during  the  breeding  season  for  breeders. 
In  our  description,  therefore,  we  are  describing  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  one  pen  in  this  house. 

Requirements. 

What  are  the  requisites  of  a  good  plain  poultry  house? 
Neatness  and  sinijilicity  of  design, 
Ecrmomy  and  durability  of  construction, 
Convenience  of  equipme^it. 
Proper  hygienic  conditions, 
Would  seem  to  cover  the  requirements,  and  we  shall  proceed 
to  descrilie  a  house  which  embodies  these  requisites. 

Specifications. 
Single  pitch  roof  —  no  sills  or  plates  used. 
Dimensions,  15  ft.  long,  10;^  ft.  wide,  7  ft.  high  front,  5  ft. 
rear. 

Openings,  four  six-light  sash  10  x  14  in.  glass.  Door, 
24  X  54  ft. 

Sheathing,  rough  boards  covered  with  sheathing  and  roofing 
paper. 

/)i«e)  jO)-.— Roosting  box  9  x  3  ft.  Bank  of  nests  18  in. 
above  floor.  Hopper  for  grit  and  oyster  shells.  Shelf  for 
water  pan,  feed  box.    Dirt  floor. 

Construction. 

-Boo/.— In  the  low  single  roofed  house  we  have  the  warmest 
construction  obtainable  at  a  minimum  of  expense  in  building, 
ami  overcome  any  olijection  that  there  may  be  on  the  score  of 
poor  ventilation  by  curtains  in  front  of  roosts  and  at  certain 
windows. 

Framing.— The  studs  are  toe  nailed  directly  to  posts  set  into 
the  ground  18  in.,  and  projecting  6  in.  above  ground,  and  the 
rafters  are  nailed  directly  to  top  of  studs,  which  are  cut  at  the 
right  level  to  fit  them,  thus  doing  away  with  sills  and  plates. 
This. construction  gives  ample  strength  for  l)uildings  of  this 
class.  The  front  studs  are  spaced  to  take  in  the  three  windows 
shown  in  cut.  Fig.  1,  about  2  ft.  10  in.  apart,  which  allows 
windows  to  slide  vertically  between  studs.  This  also  estab- 
lishes the  spacing  of  rafters  and  rear  studs  at  2  ft.  10  in. 

Dimensions.—  The  ground  dimensions,  15  x  lOi  ft.,  gives  a 
pen  of  sufficient  size  for  twenty-five  fowls,  and  lumber  will 
cut  to  good  advantage.  The  height,  7  ft.  front,  5  ft.  rear,  is 
sufficient  for  doing  the  work,  while  contributing  greatly  to  the 
warmth,  and  lessening  the  expense  over  higher  studding. 

Windows. —  Four  six-light  sash,  three  in  front  and  one  in 
opposite  end  to  door,  are  sufficient  for  light  and  ventilation. 
These  are  arranged  to  slide  up  and  down  readily,  and  should 
be  o|>en  a  part  of  each  day.  For  these  window  spaces  also 
we  should  have  at  least  two  frames  same  size  as  sash  covered 
with  cotton  cloth  to  slip  in  in  place  of  glass  on  stormy  days,  to 


give  ventilation  and  keep  out  snow  and  l  ain.  Sliding  frames 
are  preferable  to  those  hinged  at  the  top  for  window  openings, 
as  the  latter  catch  dust  when  up,  which  excludes  light.  For 
our  part  we  use  no  glass  at  all  in  our  laying  houses,  (except  in 
a  house  for  breeders,  and  this  only  to  protect  combs  of  males), 
but  rely  on  curtains  entirely.  In  summer,  with  front  and  end 
windows  out,  and  slat  door,  the  house  will  cool  perfectly  on 
hottest  nights. 

Floor. —  For  almost  all  locations,  or  on  practically  all  land 
suitable  for  fowls,  a  dirt  floor  is  far  superior  to  one  of  boards 
or  other  material.  The  building  should  be  tilled  in  several 
inches  higher  thaii  ground  outside,  with  tine  dry  dirt.  A  dirt 
floor  furnishes  the  best  possible  absorbent  for  droppings,  and 
contributes  greatly  to  the  health  of  the  fowls  —  a  dusting 
medium  which  the  fowls  may  use  at  will  —  a  good  foundation 
for  litter,  and  the  labor  of  removing  dirt  and  replacing  with 
fresh  each  spring  and  fall,  is  less  than  keeping  a  board  floor 
properly  clean,  to  say  nothing  of  the  high  fertilizing  value  of 
the  dirt  removed,  which  is  fined  up  ready  for  use. 

Covering. —  The  sheathing,  being  covered  with  paper,  may 
be  of  unplaned  lumber,  if  cheaper,  and  the  bottom  courses 
should  be  of  hemlock,  which  will  last  longest  when  in  contact 
with  the  earth.  The  sheathing  runs  lengthwise  of  the  build- 
ing; a  sheathing  paper  is  used  to  increase  the  warmth,  and  in 
laying  work  should  be  begun  from  the  opposite  end  of  build- 
ing from  that  used  in  beginning  to  lay  the  roofing  proper  in 
order  to  break  joints  with  the  roofing  and  render  the  building 
warmer  and  more  wind  proof.  A  very  good  way  to  lay  the 
paper  is  to  run  the  strips  from  the  ground  or  windows  in  front 
up  over  the  roof  and  down  to  the  ground  in  back  in  one  piece, 
which  saves  material  and  insures  tightness.  Batten  of  inch 
pine  laid  two  strips  to  a  width  of  paper  holds  the  covering 
best,  although  tins  will  do. 

Interior.— In  cut.  Fig.  2  the  interior  arrangements  are 
shown.  The  roosting  box,  with  l)oard  1  ft.  high  at  bottom  to 
keep  litter  on  main  floor,  is  9  ft.  x  3  ft.,  giving  space  for  18  ft. 
of  roost,  and  has  cloth  covered  frame  hinged  at  top  to  let  down 
in  extreme  weather  and  still  permit  fresh  air  to  reach  the 
fowls  through  cloth.  The  cut  shows  no  droppings  board,  but 
merely  the  dirt  floor  at  the  bottom  ;  this  is  by  all  odds  the  best 
arrangement,  (we  are  using  both  methods,  and  know)  doing 
away  with  the  unsanitary  board,  an  abomination  as  usually 
taken  care  of.  A  few  shovelsful  of  earth  occasionally  thrown 
in  the  bottom  of  this  box  will  keep  everything  in  good  sanitary 
condition  for  several  weeks  without  cleaning  out.  Those  who 
prefer  the  board,  however,  may  put  it  in.  Roosts  are  2  x  3  in. 
scantlings,  18  in.  from  ground. 

The  nests  shown  in  the  cut  are  up  oflf  the  floor,  showing  floor 
space  and  giving  a  secluded  dark  nest,  which  is  an  advantage 
when  an  egg  eater  develops;  they  are  more  easily  reached  by 
the  attendant  than  the  "soap  box  in  the  corner,"  although  the 
latter  is  not  to  be  despised.  These  nests  are  set  upon  a  shelf 
run  between  the  end  of  roost  box  and  end  of  house  2  ft.  wide, 
and  18  in.  above  floor.  The  cover,  the  lower  half  of  which  is 


hinged,  should  have  slant  enoiigh  to  make  it  objectionable  as 
roosting  place.  1 

The  hoppers  for  grit  and  oyster  shells  speak  for  themselva 
For  a  feed  box  we  prefer  one  made  by  using  a  board  10  i 
wide  by  2  ft:  long  with  strips  6  in.  wide  nailed  to  its  edges,  tj 
strips  to  be  nailed  from  their  centers,  thus  making  in  effet 
box  3  in.  deep  whichever  side  is  up.  By  simply  turning 
half  over,  a  clean  side  presents  itself.  Mash  may  be  pour 
from  a  pail  into  a  box  of  these  dimensions  easier  than  into 
V  trough.  In  conclusion  let  us  say  that  there  is  no  conditio 
met  by  a  scratching  shed  house,  or  any  other  kind  of  houE 
t'lut  this  bouse  properly  used  (and  with  plenty  of  scratchii 
material)  will  not  meet  also.  The  windows  are  intended  to 
o|)en  every  day  in  the  year.  If  it  snows,  slip  in  the  clo 
covered  frames  described,  but  give  the  fowls  fresh  air  at  ai 
and  all  times  day  and  night  through  their  curtains,  and  dot 
have  a  droppings  board  six  inches  from  their  noses. 

Note: — Our  healthiest  and  best  layers  last  winter,  when  tl 
thermometer  went  to  20°  l)elow  zero  on  .several  occasion 
were  housed  without  using  a  single  square  of  glass,  just  tl 
two  sets  of  curtains.  If  this  be  true  in  this  latitude  it  shouj 
lie  in  almost  any. 

Materials. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  materials  required,  with  prices:

In  the  matter  of  roofing  material  opinions  differ  widely 
some  would  prefer  to  use  a  more  expensive  material  than  tl 
above.  In  that  case  a  lighter  weight  can  be  used  for  the  siik 
than  for  roof,  which  will  effect  a  saving  in  the  class  of  materi: 
referred  to,  which  runs  from  $1.75  for  one-half  ply  to  $3, 
for  four  ply  per  square  of  100  ft.  The  red  rope,  howeve; 
will  last  several  years,  properly  laid,  and  if  painted  will  la  ' 
longer. 

We  have  then  a  house  for  25  fowls  costing  little  more  tha 
§20  for  material,  which  is  "good  enough-"  for  the  purpose, 
liilfills  all  the  requisites  cited  in  the  beginning  of  this  article.

Showing  Construction  of  Back,  End  and  Hoof, 


[Mr.  Pattison's  plan  presents  a  good  low  cost  poultry  hou; 
F..r  space  allowed  per  fowl,  with  materials  at  the  prices  gi 
—which  are  considerably  below  those  prevailing  in  most  pi 
— it  is  the  lowest  cost  house  plan  submitted.  There  w 
others  at  still  lower  cost,  but  this  seemed  to  have  been  achie 
by  reducing  the  room  jier  fowl  below  what  is  advisable. 

The  above  plan  and  article  win  the  prize  not-  because 
plan  is  evidently  the  best  plan  submitted,  for  as  far  a>  ' 
design  goes  there  are  others  which  we  prefer,  but  be 
with  a  good  design  for  a  low  cost  house  we  have  all  the  p 
specified  in  the  announcement  of  the  competition  com 
with.    A  great  many  competitors  ajipear  to  have  failed  to 
the  announcement  carefully,  and  some  seem  to  have  eonstru 
the  statement,  "the  drawings  may  be  roughly  done  in  pencil,' 
to  mean  the  drawings  must  be  done  as  roughly  as  possible  ii 
pencil,  and  to  have  entirely  overlooked  the  further  require 
ment  that  they  must  give  necessary  data  for  redrawing.  Somi 
jilans  w.hich  look  like  very  good  ones  are  deficient  in  tbi 
respect,  and  some  others  that  are  good  in  design  are  lacking  i 
description. 

Altogether,  we  have  a  great  variety  of  designs  and  a  w' 
range  of  cost  prices.    Some  of  the  houses  are  not  at  all  pla 
Some  are  not  houses  at  all — but  coops,  more  suitable  for  gro\ 
ing  chicks  than  for  laying  hens,  and  not  at  all  equal  in  cai)aci''-' 
to  what  we  called  for.    Some  are  in  design,  construction,  co 
and  convenience  so  good  that  had  the  descriptive  matter  bee 
as  well  handled  as  it  was  by  Mr.  Pattison,  the  prize  woul 
have  gone  elsewhere.    Some  most  excellent  plans  and  articles 
have  defects  which  require  tn-.  t  they  be  referred  back  to  the 
authors  before  being  accepted. 

We  give  on  the  next  page  a  plan  of  house  which  we  con- 
sider an  excellent  one.  It  is  not  given  as  second  best,  hut 
because  it  was  immediately  available.  The  two  criticisms 
which  we  think  should  be  made  on  this  plan  and  article  are 
that  the  house  is  too  small  for  twenty-tive  fowls  anywhere 
except  where  the  fowls  can  be  out  most  of  the  time,  and  thai 
the  article  does  not  go  into  the  details  of  construction  as  mucb 
as  is  desirable.  On  the  other  hand  it  presents  a  very  interest- 
ing comparison  of  results,  and  this  with  the  excellence  of  the 
drawings  make  it  available. 

The  other  plans  submitted  will  a  part  of  them  be  returned, 
and  a  part  held  for  use  in  these  columns  in  anticipation  of  tlie 
coming  building  season.  With  their  deficiencies  supplied  we 
have  in  the  best  of  the  articles  submitted  in  this  competition  mi 
uncommonly  valuable  and  varied  group  of  plans  for  ponltn 
houses,  and  we  can  promise  readers  of  the  paper  plans  to  suit 
about  all  tastes  and  pockets.— Editor  F.-P.]

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the  pen  from  the  incubator  aljout  the  mijdle  of  May.  The  egg 
yielil  in  November  and  December  previous  was  very  light,  go 
that  every  pen  practically  stooil  the  same  chances  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  period.  Each  pen  received  the  same  feed  and 
care,  making  some  allowance  in  quantity  of  feed  per  head  for 
those  pens  which  were  made  up  of  old  hens. 

As  I  have  used  this  style  of  hou>e  only  one  winter  I  give  the 
above  facts  to  show  that  there  is  some  probability  that  the 
results  obtained  are  not  due  to  mere  coincidence.  While  not 
advocating  this  house  in  p-eference  to  all  others,  I  will  say 
that  cheapness  in  constructioi,,  considering  durability,  appear- 
ance, and  the  results  obtained  from  its  u.»e,  in  compari>on  with 
other  bouses,  commend  it  to  anyone  wishing  a  single  pen 
house.

LAST  rear  I  wintered  three  pens  of  hens  in  houses  con- 
structed similar  to  the  accompanying  plan.  This 
plan,  however,  in  order  to  accommodate  twenty-five 
hens,  is  two  feet  longer  and  one  foot  wider  than  the 
plan  of  the  house  now  in  use.  The  pitch  of  the  roof  on  each 
house  is  the  same,  consequently  the  larger  building  is  some- 
what hiirher. 

In  regard  to  the  construction,  the  sills  are  3  x  4  in.  pieces,

while  the  posts,  plates,  rafters,  etc.,  are  all  2x3  In.  The 
frame  is  covered  with  ploughed  and  matched  pine,  or  barn 
boards  only.  The  roof  is  shingled,  with  no  attempt  to  have 
the  roof  boards  fit  closely  ;  in  fact,  on  the  four  houses  which  I 
have,  the  roof  boards  are  nearly  two  inches  apart.  The  eight 
inch  jet  is  of  course  unnecessary,  but  I  think  it  adds  consider- 
able to  the  appearance. 
For  light  there  are  two  windows  with  double  sashes,  each 


sash  having  two  12  x  16  inch  panes.  One  or  both  of  these 
windows  is  opened  a  part  of  each  day,  the  time  determined  by 
the  temperature  and  condition  of  the  weather.  The  floor  of 
each  pen  is  sand  and  gravel. 

In  order  to  compare  the  results  obtained  by  the  use  of  this 
house  with  those  obtained  from  two  other  different  styles  of 
houses,  I  have  made-out  a  table  which  is  appended.  The 
period  of  time  covered  by  this  table  is  during  the  months  of 
February  and  March,  as  at  this  tim^ 
both  hens  and  late  pullets  should  be 
laying.  Also  during  this  period 
greater  variations  of  temperature  are 
liable  to  occur  in  twenty-four  hours 
than  at  any  other  time  of  the  year,  and 
in  consequence  greater  difficulty  in 
obtaining  proper  ventilation.  In 
further  explanation  of  the  table  I  may 
add  that  the  fowls  in  Pen.  1  were  hens 
one  and  two  years  old  ;  in  Pen  2,  hens  same  as  Pen  1,  and  pul- 
lets of  different  ages;  in  Pen  3,  pullets  hatched  in  the  third  week 
of  April;  Pen  4,  pullets  hatched  second  week  in  May;  in  Pen 


Make  Neat  Poultry  Houses. 

A  poultry  plant,  whether  large  or  small,  whether  consisting 
of  a  single  house,  or  of  many  houses,  should  be  neat,  and  both 
the  arrangement  of  the  bouses  and  the  arrangement  of  fur- 
nishings 111  the  houses  should  be  convenient. 

Perhaps  the  question, —  Is  there  money  in  poultry? —  would 
be  asked  less  often  if  there  were  not  so  many  plants  looking 
shabby — Incomplete  and  run  down.  This  observation  applies 
to  some  successful  plants.  Some  of  the  best  paying  businesses

we  know  of  are  run  with  a  very  poor  equipment  and  arrange- 
ment of  buildings.  That,  however,  is  not  an  argument  in 
favor  of  poor  equipment  or  against  order  and  neatness. 

It  is  a  fact  which  anyone  who  doubts  the  assertion  may 
easily  verify  that  the  majority  of  both  fanciers  and  poultry- 
men  fall  to  give  their  poultry  buildings  and  fences  the  finish 
they  need  to  make  them  attractive. 

It  is  not  necessary  that  the  poultry  plant  to  be  attractive 
looking  should  be  either  elaborate  in  its  features  or  expensive. 

A  bouse  like  that  described  on  the  opposite  page  may— with 
a  few  changes  in  construction,  and  at  very  slight  additional 
cost  —  be  made  quite  attractive,  though  the  plan  as  shown  is 
not  in  any  sense  ornamental.  The  house  shown  on  this  page 
Is  one  that  if  kept  In  repair  and  painted  will  look  well  any- 
where. 

Neatness  pays,  because  neatness  in  construction  and 
arrangement  means  completeness;  and  completeness  In  equii''- 
ment  always  oont-ributes  toward  convenience,  and  hence 
toward  economy  in  labor.  Makeshift  arrangeiuents  and 
incomplete  construction  may  be  excused  for  a  lime;  but 
their  prevalence,  and  the  large  proportion  of  places  ou  which 
they  seem  to  be  prevalent  are  not  to  the  credit  of  poullrymeu. 

It  may  be  —  doubtless  Is  —  the  case  that  the  re.iders  of  this 
paper  belong  mostly  to  the  minority  who  have  neat  buildings, 
and  keep  them  up,  and  thai  the  sh!f:less  ones  do  not  read 
poultry  papers.  If  so,  there  Is  *  great  field  for  missionary 
work. 
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Notes  on  the   Editor's   Poultry  Keeping. 


A NUMBER  of  correspoudents  have  asked  within 
a  few  weeks  why  nothing  has  been  said  for  some 
months  about  the  editor's  poultry.  It  was  because 
my  poultry  plant,  with  household  goods,  gods,  etc., 
has  bten  moved  from  the  place  which  for  several  years  I  have 
occupied  as  lessee  to  another  purchased  a  few  months  ago,  and 
for  some  time  previous  to  the  moving  the  poultry  stock  and 
arrangements  were  in  a  condition  of  uncertainty  and  unsettle- 
ment,  and  so  it  was  not  a  satisfactory  subject  to  write  about. 

My  lease  expiring  in  the  middle  of  the  summer,  which  is  not 
a  good  time  to  have  a  lease  expire,  as  I  did  not  intend  to 
remain  on  the  place  longer  than  till  I  could  find  a  place  that 
suited  me  to  buy  at  a  satisfactory  figure,  poultry  operations 
were  held  up  so  late  in  the  spring,  pending  arrangements  for 
a  lease  which  would  fully  protect  my  interests  in  a  garden, 
flowers,  fruit,  etc.,  that  my  plans  for  the  early  part  of  the 
season  were  but  partially  carried  out,  while  the  contemplated 
removal,  of  course,  stopped  doing  anything  further  until 
established  in  the  new  home.  We  are  in  the  new  home  now, 
but  not  yet  settled,  and  the  establishment  of  the  poultry  plant 
cannot  be  completed  until  next  season. 

The  new  place,  also  located  in  Reading,  is  about  the  same  in 
ground  area  as  the  other.  It  is  not  as  good  a  place  for  poultry 
—  the  site  itself  —  as  the  old  place,  but  on  the  whole  is  more 
desirable,  (to  my  way  of  thinking),  and  is  a  place  that  will 
bring  in  considerable  revenue;  where  the  other,  except  for 
what  poultry  might  be  kept  on  it,  was  mostly  a  source  of 
expense.  We  have  now  a  place  containing  not  quite  three 
acres,  all  in  the  highest  state  of  cultivation.  It  has  been  used 
for  garden  and  small  fruits  for  many  yeai  s,  and  the  soil  is  so 
full  of  manure  now  that  It  is  worth  more  to  grow  fruit  and 
vegetables  on  than  to  keep  poultry  on,  and  as  I  think  the  fowls 
can  be  handled  to  better  advantage  on  lighter  soil,  I  have 
taken  a  long  lease  of  a  piece  of  ground  adjoining, 
which  contains  between  half  and  three-quarters  of 
an  acre,  and  on  this  the  most  of  the  jioultry  build- 
ings will  be  placed  next  year  after  it  has  been 
smoothed  up,  seeded  to 
grass,  and  the  grass  becomes 
well  established.  Meantime 
the  fowls  will  be  kept  on 
our  own  place  in  houses 
which,  with  one  exception, 
will  be  moved  to  the  other 
lot  next  year. 

The  exception  is  the  house 
illustrated  in  the  cut  on  the 
opposite  page.  This  is  the 
two  pen  part  of  the  building 
described  in  the  issue  of  this 
paper  for  July  15,  1902. 
This  stands  near  tbe  line 
between  our  place  and  the 

lot  leased  for  the  poultry,  and  a  few  rods  east  of  the 
point  where  the  east  line  of  the  leased  lot  joins  the 
division  wall.    We  have  it  now  with  temporary 
yards  in  front,  and  shall  probalily  use  it  that  way 
every  winter,  but  in  the  summer  I  propose  generally  to  have 
the  land  in  front  of  the  house  planted  to  garden  truck.  Then 
the  hens  from  this  house  will  run  through  alleys  made  for  the 
purpose  to  the  other  lot,  or  we  will  close  up  the  house,  or  use 
it  for  sitters,  hens  with  chicks,  or  any  purpose  for  which  it 
may  be  found  convenient. 

Those  who  were  interested  in  the  description  of  this  house 
may  care  to  know  about  the  moving  of  it.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  when  the  house  was  built  several  little  features 
were  introduced,  the  object  of  which  was  to  facilitate  the 
taking  down  and  setting  up  again  of  the  building.  With  the 
help  of  a  man  I  moved  the  small  buildings  on  a  one  horse 
wagon,  and  had  my  plans  all  laid  to  be  present  and  see  that 
this  building  was  handled  as  it  was  intended  to  be,  but  other 
matters  came  up  at  that  time  to  which  I  had  to  give  attention. 
The  carpenter  employed  to  take  the  building  down  made  such 
a  mess  of  it,  cutting  the  sections  of  the  roof  through  the 
middles  instead  of  at  the  joints  where  they  came  apart  easy, 
and  making  six  sections  of  the  roof  instead  of  four  as  planned, 
I  had  the  stuff  moved  to  the  new  location,  put  up  a  few  small 
shelters  for  the  hens  to  stay  in  temporarily,  and  though  we 
moved  November  1st,  postponed  the  putting  up  of  this  build- 
ing, and  of  one  other  to  be  slightly  altered  until  I  could  take  a 
hand  in  it.  So  there  were  several  weeks  in  which  three  of  our 
four  flocks  of  chictkens  had  very  indifferent  accommodations. 
In  fact,  they  had  just  room  to  get  under  cover  at  night,  or 
during  a  storm.  Had  the  weather  been  bad  they  would  have 
Buffered,  but  as  the  weather  was  not  bad,  I  could  postpone 
fixing  up  for  them. 

Of  course  they  are  not  laying  much.  We  got  a  few  eggs 
from  the  old  hens  after  moving.  Then  no  eggs  at  all  until 
the  15th  of  December,  when  I  found  that  a  Game-Dorking 
pullet  had  made  a  nest  in  the  litter  of  the  floor  of  the  house 
occupied  by  the  Dorkings  and  the  two  remaining  cross- 
bred pullets.  There  were  two  eggs  th'ere.  I  suppose  the 
first  was  laid  on  the  14th.  They  could  not  be  expected 
to  lay  under  the  circumstances,  to  say  nothing  of  the  very 
irregular  feeding  of  some  of  them  for  some  time  before  and 
after  the  move;  but  a  good  many— most  hens  and  pullets  that 


have  not  been  through  any  such  experiences  —  are  not  laying 
either,  so  it  is  impossible  to  say  whether  these  might  have 
done  some  laying  in  spite  of  unfavorable  circumstances 
described  had  all  other  conditions  been  favorable. 

The  two  story  part  of  the  long  house  will  not  be  used  again. 
The  roof  will  make  a  part  of  the  roof  of  another  two  pen 
bouse,  and  most  of  the  lumber  can  be  worked  into  that  build- 
ing. The  only  change  made  in  the  old  two  pen  house  is  in  the 
front,  where  the  windows  are  full  sized  instead  of  half  as 
originally.  The  half  window  did  not  admit  as  much  light  as 
desirable  on  dark  days  if  the  doors  were  closed,  so,  though 
there  are  not  many  such  days  in  the  year,  and  the  doors  are 
generally  wide  open  day  and  night  for  eight  or  nine  months,  I 
thought  it  well  to  provide  for  the  occasional  dull  days.  The 
cost  of  the  increased  size  of  the  windows  is  less  than  a  dollar. 

This  house  and  all  the  others  are  without  floors,  and  were 
placed  on  the  ground  wet  with  the  fall  rains.  The  small  house 
shown  in  the  cut  at  the  top  of  the  page  is  one  I  built  last  year 
remodeled.  This  house  stood  at  the  west  end  of  the  two  pen 
house,  and  was  8  ft.  by  8  ft.  8  in.  on  the  ground,  with  side  walls 
6  ft.  high.  In  remodeling  it  I  made  it  more  like  the  other 
house  built  at  the  same  time.  Combining  features  and  dimen- 
sions of  the  two  as  suggested  by  the  year's  use  of  both,  I  have 
in  this  one  a  house  for  a  dozen  fowls  that —  except  in  one 
point— suits  me  as  well  as  anything  I  have  seen. 

I  intended  to  publish  a  half  tone  cut  of  the  other  house  last 
summer,  but  it  was  so  placed  that  I  could  not  get  a  satisfactory 
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photograph  of  it.  The  differences  between  that  house  and  this 
one  are  in  the  floor  dimensions,  that  being  square,  8x8,  while 
this  is  8  in.  longer  in  the  structure  of  the  roof,  this  having  the 
shingles  laid  on  strips  of  furring,  and  the  other  having  close 
sheathing  under  the  shingles,  and  in  the  width  of  the  door,  the 
door  in  the  other  house  being  about  a  foot  narrower  than  this 
one.  I  will  not  give  further  details  of  construction  here,  but 
toward  the  usual  building  season  will  give  plan  and  specifica- 
tions for  a  house  combining  the  good  features  of  the  two.  I 
will  only  say  here  that  the  8  in.  additional  depth  is  an  advan- 
tage, being  all  space  back  of  the  windows  on  the  sides,  and 
thus  giving  the  fowls  a  little  warmer  roosting  quarters  as  well 
as  a  little  more  room,  and  the  wider  door  is  a  very  decided 
ad  vantage,  admitting  much  more  sunlight.  This  house  was 
put  up  on  Thanksgiving  day  on  frozen  ground.  The  hardest 
part  of  the  job  was  channeling  out  with  pick  and  crowbar  a 
place  for  the  sills.  I  had  given  up  thought  of  setting  up  the 
house  before  spring,  and  was  planning  to  put  the  Dorkings 
now  in  it  in  a  poultry  house  that  was  on  the  place,  in  which 
at  present  I  have  pigeons,  but  Thanksgiving  day  was  so  favor- 
able that  I  went  to, work  at  it,  and  the  next  day  put  on  a  few 
finishing  touches  and  put  the  hens  in  it.  To  keep  the  wind 
from  coming  under  the  sills  I  used  coal  ashes  all  around  the 
sills  inside  and  quite  liberally  on  the  frozen  soil  under  the 
roost,  then  covered  the  whole  floor  with  a  couple  of  inches  of 
dried  lawn  clippings.  I  am  not  anticipating  any  trouble  with 
colds,  for  the  houses  will  all  be  thoroughly  ventilated. 

That  means  that  they  will  be  wide  open  most  of  the  time, 
and  never  closed  tight  at  all,  for  none  of  them  are  battened  on 


south  side,  and  the  joints  between  the  boards  are  mostly  from 
half  an  inch  to  an  inch  wide. 

*  ,  * 

Someone  asks  about  the  Indian  Runner  ducks  which  I  just 
mentioned  in  an  article  last  summer.  These  I  have  are  grade 
ducks  produced  by  using  Indian  Runner  males  each  year  for 
four  or  five  years  on  ducks  which  in  the  beginning  were 
Pekins.  I  got  a  couple  of  sittings  of  eggs  from  the  breeder 
because  of  the  remarkable  laying  qualities  reported  for  the 
flock.  On  the  place  from  which  we  have  just  moved  we  had  a 
good  place  for  them,  but  now  it  is  not  possible,  at  least  at 
present,  to  place  them  favorably  for  a  fair  test  of  their  laying 
qualities,  and  if  I  cannot  do  that  under  circumstances  fair  to 
them  it  is  not  worth  while  for  me  to  keep  them. 

As  poultry  they  are  not  in  it  with  the  Pekins.  Should  say 
from  observation  of  these  that  Pekin  ducks  on  the  same  feed 
*ould  make  twenty  to  thirty  per  cent  more  weight  in  ten  or 
twelve  weeks,  and  a  larger  proportion  of  gain  than  that  during 
the  next  six  or  eight  weeks.  I  have,  however,  heard  some 
reports  of  pure  Indian  Runner  ducks  surpassing  Pekins  in 
growth  for  the  first  two  months.  In  quality  of  meat  and  in 
quantity  for  the  size  of  the  carcass,  the  half  dozen  of  the 
drakes  that  we  ate  were  very  satisfactory. 

*  *  * 

Mention  of  quantity  and  quality  of  meat  suggests  a  few 
words  about  the  Indian  Game-Dorking  cross.  The  cockerels 
of  this  cross  we  killed  as  large  broilers,  but  let  the  pullets 
grow  to  maturity.  The  other  day  I  killed  a  pair  of  them,  and 
had  the  two  baked  for  Sunday  dinner.  Both  were  very  plump 
and  meaty,  but  the  better  one  of  the  two  had  one  of  the  nicest 
carcasses  I  ever  saw,  being  very  full  breasted,  the  breast  meat 
being  carried  well  forward,  and  also  well  back  between  the 
thighs,  and  the  keel  bone  being  unusually  deep.  In  quality  the 
white  meat  was  excellent,  and  the  dark  meat  of  the 
joint  good,  but  the  meat  on  the  drumsticks  was 
rather  dry. 

*  »  * 

I  don't  think  I  ever  saw 
chickens  grow   so  slowly, 
either  in  my  own  yards  or 
elsewhere,  as  have  the  chick- 
ens in  nearly  all  the  flocks  I 
have  had  opportunities  to 
observe  this  season.  Verbal 
and  written  reports  from 
many  quarters  indicate  that 
slow  growth  has  been  the 
rule.   My  chickens  have 
taken  a  month  to  six  weeks 
longer  to  develop  this  year 
than  they  did  last,  and  the 
only  difference  in  conditions 
and  food  —  except  for  the 
change  of  location,  November  1st,  has  been  the 
general  difference  in  the  weather,  which  was  espe- 
cially unfavorable  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
summer.    My  May  chickens  today  are  about  where 
my  late  June  chickens  were  this  time  last  year. 

I  hatched  a  fevp  September  chickens  from  the  Brahma  hens 
bought  last  winter  from  which  I  failed  to  get  chicks  In  the 
spring  hatching.  After  the  younger  of  the  two  hens  had  set 
and  hatched  a  brood  of  chicks  I  put  her  in  a  small  yard  with 
the  cockerel,  and  left  her  eggs  in  the  nest  until  there  were 
enough  to  set.  From  the  first  twelve  eggs  eight  chicks  were 
hatched,  and  all  were  vigorous  and  thrifty.  At  this  time  the 
other  hen  was  put  into  tbe  yard,  and  two  sittings  of  eggs  laid 
by  both  hens  were  set.  Fertility  in  these  was  not  so  good. 
Only  five  chicks  from  each  nest.  These  chickens  have  had  the 
most  indifferent  care  chicks  of  mine  ever  had.  I  couldn't  look 
after  them  more  than  once  a  day,  and  not  always  that.  I  am 
afraid  that  about  the  time  we  were  moving  they  missed  a  good 
many  feeds,  and  were  often  hungry.  I  know  that  their  coops 
were  cleaned  but  once  before  November  1st,  and  that  they 
were  dusted  for  lice  only  when  taken  from  the  nests.  A  few 
of  the  later  hatched  broods  were  weakly  to  begin  with.  Three 
died  before  we  moved,  leaving  fifteen;  another  died  just  after 
moving;  one  ias  since  disappeared ;  and  there  are  two  runty 
ones  that  I  ought  to  kill  and  put  out  of  sight. 

The  eleven  remaining  chickens  are  very  fair  chicks,  good 
considering  their  chances,  but  will  probably  never  make  birds 
of  size  and  quality  desirable  for  breeders.  So  far  they  repre- 
sent: (1)  An  improvement  in  the  breeding  condition  of  their 
dams  —  the  fair  fertility  after  a  laying  period  and  a  period 
incubating  shows  that  the  poor  fertility  and  weak  chicks  early 
in  the  season  was  due  to  the  condition  of  the  hens,  and  not  to 
any  constitutional  defect.  (2)  What  nature  may  accomplish 
when  left  to  itself.  I  believe  in  supplementing  nature's  v\ork 
in  the  poultry  yard  as  far  as  practicable  and  profitable,  but  I 
don't  believe  in  doing  nothing  except  what  you  can  do  in  just 
the  way  you  most  approve,  or  with  the  most  satisfactory 
results. 

These  late  chickens  have  not  grown  as  well  as  they  would 
with  better  care;  but  they  have  not  cost  as  much  either. 
There  are  only  a  few  of  them,  where  had  we  not  been  going 
to  move,  I  had  intended  to  hatch  fifty  or  sixty,  but  what  they 
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h:ive  done  i?  a  fair  imlicajion  of  what 
tne  lunger  number  would  have  done,  and 
a^  far  as  care  goes  50  or  60  would  have 
l>e€n  no  more  care  than  the  few  we 
had.  Indeed  I  liave  thought  several  limes 
that  it  would  have  been  policy  to  hatch 
more,  for  thev  would  have  been  as  easiiy 
handled,  and  with  the  s:ime  proportion 
ot  loss  representing  a  much  larger  actiuil 
loss,  I  would  have  felt  warranted  in  ask" 
ing  closer  attention  to  the  wants  of  the 
chicks  when  I  was  away. 

However,  there  is  not  much  in  spei  u- 
latiiig  along  that  li^e.  As  the  ca«e  stamls 
w  e  will  have  a  few  nice  large  roaster^  lo 
eat  in  the  spring,  and  a  few  pullets  to  beain 
la\  ing  then  and  give  us  an  inkling  of  «  li:il 
we  may  expect  from  our  fall  pullets  in 
future  years. 

Going  back  to  the  general  subject  of 
the  editor's  poultry  keeping,  I  hope  to  be 
able  after  this  year  to  try  a  good  many 
little  experiments  which  frequent  absences 
from  home  have  heretofore  prevented. 
For  the  present,  with  less  than  100  fowls, 
a  cow  and  horse,  I  am  doing  the  chores 
myself,  with  special  arrangement  for  my 
ab>ences.     Beginning  next  spring  there 
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will  be  work  for  a  man  on  the  place  con 
stantly,  not  very  heavy  work  in  winter, 
but  still  enough  to  warrant  keeping  a 
man.  The  kind  ot  man  I  want  is  a  man 
who  knows  something  of  gardening,  and 
can  interest  himself  in  poultry  to  the 
extent  of  familiarizing  himself  with  what 
is  to  be  done,  and  do  it  as  required  when 
I  am  not  there.  It  will  probably  take 
some  time  and  several  trials  to  get  the 
right  man.  When  he  is  secured  I  will  l>e 
n  a  position  to  see  what  can  be  made  out 
.t  the  combination.  Each  year  I  am  more 
ind  more  convinced  that  it  is  generally 
p.tter  to  combine  poultry  with  something 
else  than  to  make  hh  exclusive  specialty 
ot  poultry.  I  hope  ;o  be  able  to  give  from 
experience  on  this  place  facts  and  figures 
that  will  be  convincing,  and  as  soon  as  the 
poultry  is  satisfactorily  arranged,  and  a 
man  always  about  the  place,  I  am  going  to 
give  a  standing  invitation  to  readers  of  the 
paper  to  come  and  see  for  themselves  just 
what  is  being  done,  and  especially  to  see 
how  open  air  methods  work  in  winter. 
For  the  past  three  years  1  have  not  been 
so  situated  that  I  felt  that  I  could  keep  the 
open  poultry  house  open  to  all  visitors 
without  imposing  on  my  better  half.

IN'  THE  December  luimber  of  the  J'opiilar  Scienrf 
Monthly,  Prof.  T.  H.  Morgan,  ot  Bryn  Mawr  College,  has 
a  paper  on  *'  Recent  Theories  in  Regard  to  the  Determina- 
tion of  Sex,"  which  poultry  keepers  who  have  interested 
themselves  in  such  problems  will  find  intensely  interesting.  It 
cannot  be  said  that  the  information  presented,  much  of  which 
will  be  found  new  by  most  students  of  poultry  matters,  though 
doubtless  not  to  those  who  follow  scientific  reports  more 
closely,  adds  to  our  expectation  of  being  finally  able  to  solve 
the  problem  of  sex  or  to  regulate  sex. 

The  last  mentioned  matter  is  to  the  poultry  keeper  the  prac- 
tical end  of  ail  investigation  and  experiment  in  this  line.  With 
the  possible  exception  of  those  who  make  a  specialty  of  grow- 
ing poultry  for  market,  poultry  keepers  would  like  to  have 
their  chickens  come  nearly  all  females.  Their  attitude  on  this 
question  Is  about  the  opposite  of  that  of  the  Greek  in  one  of 
the  old  tragedies  who  expressed  regret  that  the  gods  htnl  not 
devised  some  way  to  perpetuate  the  race  of  men  without  the 
Intervention  of  women.  The  poultry  keeper  would  like  to  be 
able  to  perpetuate  the  stocks  of  laying  hens  without  proilucing 
more  males  than  required  to  produce  the  next  generation  of 
layers. 

Sometimes  the  males  in  excess  of  the  producer's  require- 
ments are  described  as  surplus,  sometimes  as  superfluous 
males.  The  term  applied  may  depeml  upon  what  proportion 
of  them  the  producer  expects  to  dispose  o(  at  prices  that  will 
compensate  him  for  the  extra  labor  and  expense  they  cause 
him.  But  there  are  very  few  who  would  not  gladly  limit  the 
production  of  males  to  one-tenth  of  the  whole,  or  even  less,  so 
it  has  not  been  strange  that  many  poultry  keepers  have  sought 
to  discover  a  way  of  regulating  the  production  of  sex  in  fowls : 
and  that  a  few  from  time  to  time  have  gravely  announced  to 
the  rest  that  at  last  they  had  ma<le  the  discovery. 

Such  announcements  have  generally  been  received  by  the 
poultry  worM  with  indiflerence  or  with  bluntly  expressed  dis- 
l)elief.  Whoever  has  announced  himself  as  the  discoverer  of 
the  principle  of  sex  or  as  having  been  able  to  devise  a  rule  for 
the  control  of  sex  has  almost  invariably  made  him>elf  the  tar- 
get for  a  little  good  natured  ridicule,  and  though  at  first  they 
may  have  consoled  themselves  with  the  reflection  that 
announcements  of  great  discoveries  have  generally  been  so 
treated,  the  poultrymen  who  proclaim  that  they  have  dis- 
covered the  "law  of  sex*'  are  very  rarely  heard  from  on  that 
subject  after  what  little  excitement  the  annoiir.ce- 
ment  may  have  produced  has  died  away. 

Still  —  though  not  prone  to  accept  the  conclu- 
sions of  those  who  are  disposed  to  be  precipi- 
tate in  drawing  conclusions  from  the  varying 
proportions  of  the  sexes  of  the  progeny  of  their 
fowls — nearly  all  poultry  keepers  have  quite  an 
active  Interest  in  the  sulject,  oliserving  and 
I'omparing  notes  upon  this  as  upon  other  phe- 
nomena of  breeding,  and  expecting  that  some  time 
"onieone  will  discover  or  work  out  rules  for  vary- 
ing the  proportions  of  the  sexes  which  poultry- 
ni^  n  can  turn  to  practical  account. 

It  cannot  be  said  that  Prof.  Morgan's  article 
offers  much  encouragement  of  an  early  realiza- 
tion of  such  exfiectations.  On  the  contrary  to 
those  who  had  accepted  as  proveil  the  theory 
that  the  better  nouri>hed  embryos  became 
females,  those  not  so  well  nourished  males, 
this  article  will  seem  to  show  that  we  are  not  a> 
near  the  solution  of  the  problem  as  they  thought 
we  were.    What  is  said  here  on  this  topic  recall* 


a  conversation  I  had  some  six  or  seven  years  ago  with  a  biol- 
ogist connected  with  one  of  our  state  experiment  stations  who 
bad  recently  made  some  experiments  on  tadpoles,  and  who 
was  thoroughly  convinced  of  the  correctness  of  the  nourish- 
ment theory.  The  conversation  did  not  last  long— on  that 
topic — for  I  found  him  so  sure  that  his  experiments  agreeing 
in  their  results  with  those  of  several  scientists  of  more  note, 
demonstrated  the  correctness  of  the  theory  that  he  could  not 
be  interested  in  such  facts  having  an  opposite  bearing  as  any 
o'lservant  poultryman  might  have  furnished  him,  and  his  atti- 
tude seemed  to  me  so  thoroughly  unscientific  that  I  felt  that 
whatever  he  might  have  to  say  on  (he  subject  would  come  on 
((uestionable  authority.  Had  I  been  more  familiar  with  the 
literature  oi  the  subject  I  would  have  known  that  in  disregard- 
ing the  things  I  suggested  he  was  treating  me  and  them 
only  as  he  did  the  facts  set  forth  by  scientists  which  did  not 
support  his  views.  It  appears  from  Prof.  Morgan's  article 
that  long  before  the  biologist  I  speak  of  made  his  experiments, 
some  facts  in  regard  to  sex  in  frogs  had  been  discovered  which, 
as  a  working  student  of  the  subject,  he  should  have  known, 
and  which  had  he  known  them  should  have  made  him  very 
slow  to  generalize  from  the  results  of  his  experiments. 

It  is  a  little  more  than  twenty  years  since  experiments  to 
determine  whether  the  sex  of  an  individual  could  be  influenced 
or  determined  by  external  circumstances  began  to  be  made. 
These  earliest  experiments  were  made  chiefly  by  German  and 
French  investigators.  Born,  in  ISSl,  found  that  when  tad- 
poles were  given  an  abundance  of  food,  a  large  percentage  of 
females  developed.  He  attVibuted  this  to  the  abundance  of 
food.  But  in  the  next  year  Pfluger  showed  that  this  conclu- 
sion was  wrong,  because  under  normal  conditions  female  frogs 
were  more  numerous,  the  proportion  of  females  to  males  often 
being  as  high  as  five  to  one.  These  experiments  and  observa- 
tions were  made  on  the  common  frog.  Enna  tempornria. 

.Subsequently,  Yung  and  Cuenot  made  observations  on  the 
edible  European  frog,  Bcna  esculenta  —Yung  finding  the 
females  twice  as  numerous  as  the  males,  while  Cuenot,  in  a 
different  locality,  found  the  males  more  numerous.  "It  is  not 
known,"  gays  Prof.  Morgan,  "whether  this  disproportion  of 
the  sexes  is  due  to  the  greater  mortality  of  one  sex,  or  whether 
there  are  more  eggs  of  one  kind  than  of  the  other.  The  results 
appear  to  indicate,  however,  that  external  conditions  do  not 
ha\e  a  determining  influence  on  sex." 
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Cuenot  made  other  experiments  with  common  frogs,  feeding 
some  a  rich  diet,  starving  others,  giving  some  animal  and  some 
vegetable  food,  and  found  the  proportionate  number  of  females 
to  males  in  all  the  tadpoles  reared  in  these  experiments  not 
different  from'  what  he  had  determined  in  nature,  and  con- 
cluded "that  the  sex  of  the  frog  is  not  influenced  by  the  external 
conditions  (especially  of  food)  to  which  the  tadpoles  are  sub- 
jected." 

There  is  this  brief  reference  to  the  ascertained  facts  concern- 
ing the  sex  of  pigeons  :—"  From  the  time  of  Aristotle  it  has 
been  recognized  that  of  the  two  eggs  laid  in  each  hatch  one 
generally  produces  a  male  and  the  other  a  female.  Xeverthe- 
less  numerous  exceptions  have  been  recorded  in  which  both 
individuals  were  of  the  same  sex.  Cuenot  himself  found  in 
eight  sets  that  in  two  instances  there  were  two  males,  in  two 
instances  there  were  two  females,  and  in  five  instances  there 
were  a  male  and  a  female."  Prof.  Morgan  calls  attention  to 
the  evident  error  in  the  figures  given,  the  totals  not  being  the 
same.  AVhether  it  was  eight  or  nine  sets  there  was  in  this 
careful  observation,  was  at  variance  with  the  traditional  the- 
ory, and  the  poultryman  remembering  other  traditions  that 
are  not  sustained  when  careful  observations  are  made,  would 
begin  to  be  skeptical  as  to  whether  it  really  is  the  general  rule 
that  a  male  and  a  female  are  produced  in  each  set  of  pigeon 

The  very  limited  number  of  individuals  or  instances  observed 
by  the  investigator  in  this  and  most  other  cases  mentioned 
cannot  fail  to  suggest  to  the  general  reader  who  has  had  occa- 
sion to  note  the  ways  of  the  scientific  investigators  who  are 
working  on  poultry  problems,  and  has  seen  from  what  meager 
data  conclusions  are  often  drawn,  that  the  findings  of  these 
other  scientists  are  not — after  all — more  valual)le  or  more  reli- 
able than  those  of  the  experimenters  whose  superficial  work 
and  hasty  conclusions  or  suppo>itions  so  often  excites  the 
scorn  of  the  "practical"  man  whose  experience  abounds  in 
facts  not  known  to  the  other.  Some  of  the  older  theories  of 
se.x  supported  by  a  much  more  substantial  body  of  evidence 
than  any  one  of  these  recent  theories  gave  way  when  the 
investigators  arrived  at  figures  large  enough  to  indicate  gen- 
eral laws  with  some  degree  of  trustworthiness,  and  so  it  may 
be  with  some  of  the  later  theories  now  thought  most  plausible. 
At  the  proent  stage  of  inquiry  poultry  and  pigeon  breeders 
interested  in  the  problem  of  sex,  and  able  to  make  accurate 
notes  of  facts  observed  in  their  lofts  or  yards 
which  have  a  bearing  on  the  question,  can  help 
the  professional  scientific  men  very  much  more 
than  the  scientists  can  help  them. 

It  is  impossible  to  even  mention  In  this  article 
many  of  the  interesting  things  mentioned  by 
Prof.  Morgan  as  observed  in  connection  with 
special  studies  of  the  problem  of  sex.  While  the 
observation  that  in  frogs  and  caterpillars  sex 
depends  upon  nourishment,  or  may  be  influenced 
.by  external  factors  is  disproved,  it  seems  to  be 
beyond  dispute  that  there  are  some  very  curious 
ca-es  where  there  is  an  evident  relation  between 
the  sex  of  the  individual  and  some  outside  can>e 
or  causes  acting  upon  it  in  the  eml>r\o,  or  in  the 
egg. 

The  latter  half  of  Prof.  Slorgan's  article  U 
devoted  to  a  somewhat  technical  discu-sion  of 
several  recent  theories  into  which  he  intnxlnces 
an  illustration  of  Mendel's  law  which  is  one  of 
the  most  enlightening  comments  on  that  subject 
CCoutiuued  ou  pafe  1".J 
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The   Next   Boston  Show. 

WILL  there  be  a  shove  at  Boston  in  Januaiy,  1905? 
We  think  it  safe  to  say  that  there  will  be. 
Will  it  be  conducted  by  the  old  Boston  Poultry  Association? 
We  don't  know  whether  that  association  (so-called)  has  any  serious  intention  of 
holding  a  show  or  not.    When  asked  what  was  meant  by  the  allusion  to  the  1905  show  in  the 
circular  notice  declaring  this  year's  show  off,  one  of  the  members  of  that  association  stated 
that  they  did  nor  expect  to  again  undertake  the  active  management  of  a  show.    Their  idea 
was  to  reorganize  leaving  off  the  names  which  for  years  have  done  service  as  figure  heads, 
putting  the  few  who  have  held  the  working  offices  in  their  places,  and  electing  new  men  to 
do  the  active  work     That  is  all  very  well  as  far  as  it  goes  —  and  theoretically. 

The  practica  questions  which  fanciers  whose  interests  have  been  unfavorably  affected  by 
the  abandonment  of  thr^  Boston  show  this  year  are  asking  are: — Why  was  not  the  reorganiza- 
tion made  this  year?  Wnat  guarantee  have  we  that  such  a  plan  will  be  carried  out?  Will 
those  who  have  stood  by  the  Boston  show  management  in  the  past,  and  helped  to  make  its 
shovi'S  successful  be  ready  to  help  again  on  request  after  the  cool  way  in  which  all  interests 
hut  the  personal  interests  of  the  three  individual  members  of  the  Boston  Poultry" Association 
were  turned  down? 

A  little  history  is  not  out  of  place  here.  When  the  Boston  Poultry  Association  was  organ- 
ized it  was  not  quite  so  close  a  corporation  as  it  has  been  since  the  first  year.  The  fanciers 
of  this  vicinity  were  invited  to  contribute  to  a  guarantee  fund,  and  did  so,  many  of  the  con- 
tributions being  in  rather  small  amounts.  The  show  was  financially  successful.  The  con- 
tributors to  the  guarantee  fund  were  paid  back,  and  by  a  process  of  painless  elimination,  three 
men  who  were  willing  to  do  tht  work  separated  the  rest  of  the  well  known  fanciers  from 
the  association,  and  thenceforth  were  themselves  "  the  whole  thing." 

They  made  good  shows  and  big  shows  culminating  in  the  mammoth  show  of  1902,  when 
their  dates  conflicted  with  those  of  New  York  show.  For  this  and  for  all  previous  shows  they 
worked  hard.  They  put  enthusiasm  and  push  and  energy  into  the  work,  but  none  of  these  things 
would  have  sufficed  had  the  business  and  fancy  interests  of  this  section  failed  to  support  them, 
or  given  them  half  hearted  support. 

I'l  the  period  of  preparation  for  the  1903  show  it  was  apparent  that  "the  Boston  Poultry  Asso- 
ciation" was  not  making  its  usual  effort  for  the  coming  show,  and  people  hereal)0ut3  began  to 
ask  who  would  take  up  the  work  when  these  mendropped  it.  It  never  occurred  to  anyone  that 
they  would  drop  it  at  such  a  time  as  they  did. 

This  year  Boston  show  matters  were  so  very  quiet  until  long  past  the  time  when  the  manage- 
ment usually  began  to  bestir  itself  that  those  interested  in  the  success  of  Boston  shows  began  to 
remark  that  unless  some  of  the  old  time  "hustle"  was  developed,  the  Boston  show  in  1904  would 
i)fc  as  far  below  1903  as  that  show  was  below  its  predecessor.  In  the  October  first  papers 
announcement  was  made  that  arrangements  "have  already  been  made"  for  the  show  in  Janu- 
ary. Two  weeks  later  the  show  was  declared  off.  So  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn  the 
managers  consulted  no  one  but  themselves.  Whether  they  gave  other  interests  any  thought  or 
not.  we  cannot  say,  but  we  know  from  the  sentiment  of  the  fanciers  and  poultrymen  we  meet 
that  they  feel  that  the  scant  consideration  their  interests  received  fi'om  the  Boston  show  man- 
agers is  but  a  beggarly  return  for  the  support  they  have  accorded  the  show  in  the  past. 

We  credit  those  who  have  been  managing  the  Boston  shows  with  better  judgment  than  to 
suppose  that  they  think  they  could— or  others  associated  with  them  could— get  up  next  year  a 
show  that  would  rank  anywhere  near  the  best  they  have  held  in  the  past,  e.\cept  by  the  hardest 
01  hard  work — harder  work  than  they  ever  put  in  before— and  with  the  cordial  support  of  the 
poultry  interests  of  this  section. 

As  for  the  breeders  and  fanciers  here,  they  are  not  at  all  disposed  either  to  take  chances  of 
having  the  show  again  declared  off  at  the  eleventh  hour,  or  to  let  the  interests  of  the  industry 
wait  on  the  supposed  necessities  of  any  personal  reputations. 

A»  far  as  the  situation  has  been  canvassed,  the  fraternity  here  is  of  one  mind  :— that  the  thing 
to  do  is  to  organize  and  incorporate  an  as-^0(^iation  which  in  its  membership  shall  be  thoroughly 
representative  of  the  interests  which  want  a  show  at  Boston,  and  which  shall  have  in  itself  the 
elements  of  popularity  and  permanence.  There  will  be  "something  doing"  along  this  line  early 
in  the  year,  and  the  matter  will  be  pushed  from  the  start. 

Overdoing  the  Scarcity  Scare. 

THE  turkey  crop  this  year  was  short,  and  the  fact  was  extensively  advertised  not  only  in 
the  poultry  papers,  many  of  the  readers  which  are  supposed  to  be  especially  benefited 
by  the  high  prices  of  turkeys,  but  in  the  daily  papers.  It  is  supposed  that  every  head 
of  a  family  reading  the  daily  papers  is  interested  in  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas 
market  prices  of  turkeys,  for  at  those  feasts  every  family  that  can  at  all  afford  a  turkey  wants 
as  good  a  turkey  as  it  can  afford. 

Now  the  daily  market  reports  and  comments  upon  the  same,  and  the  items  published  about 
market  produce  are  not  always  "pure  leading  matter."  Not  infrequently  is  it  the  case  that  the 
things  said  about  goods  and  prices  have  an  ulterior  purpose.  So  it  was  in  this  case.  The 
marketmen  thought  it  policy  to  familiarize  prospective  buyers  of  turkeys  with  the  idea  of  high 
prices  for  turkeys  at  Thanksgiving.  The  repoi  ters  did  their  part  well — so  well,  in  fact,  that  a 
good  many  people,  and  those  not  merely  such  as  could  not  afford  to  pay  the  high  prices,  made 
their  plans  for  some  other  kind  of  meat  for  the  Thanksgiving  dinner,  and  as  the  feast  day 
approached  dealers  in  turkeys  found  the  demand  decidedly  dull,  and  a  good  many  had  to  shade 
prices  considerably  to  dispose  of  stock. 

Something  of  the  same  thing  may  be  observed  In  the  egg  market  also  at  the  present  time. 
Ei;gs  are  very  scarce,  and  are  high  in  price,  but  they  are  not  enough  higher  in  price  than  usual 
at  this  season  to  make  any  materia  difference  to  most  private  families.  There  is  no  real  leason 
why  the  demand  for  eggs  should  slacken,  and  the  consumption  of  eggs  be  curtailed  this  year 
more  than  another.  But  the  fact  of  the  unusual  scarcity  of  eggs  has  received  a  great  deal  of 
attention,  and  it  has  daily  been  Impressed  upon  the  public  that  eggs  were  very  scarce  and 
unusually  dear.  So,  many  housewives  make  an  extraordinary  effort  to  economize  in  tlie  use  of 
eggs,  and  thus  greatly  reduce  the  consumption,  and  think  they  are  making  a  considerable  saying 
when  if  they  would  figure  it  out  they  would  (certaiqly  in  many  oases)  find  the  amount  actually 
saved  quite  insignificant, 

Even  with  a  normal  supply  of  eggs  at  this  season,  good  eggs— to  say  nothing  of  fresh  eggs — 
are  soniething  of  a  luxury,  and  in  the  average  household  the  consumption  of  eggs  is  apt  to  be  as 
small  as  is  consistent  with  real  economy  in  the  bill  of  fare.  The  avei  age  family  of  four  or  five 
perspns  will  usually  get  along  at  tliia  season  on  two  dozen  eggs  a  ,veek.  Eggs  this  year  in 
December  were  per  dozen  higher  than  last  year, 

The  writer  is  pot  guessing,  but  is  drawing  on  his  own  observations  of  some  years  ago  when 
gelling  eggs  to  private  trade,  when  be  estimates  that  the  average  housewife  who,  at  this  season, 
tries  to  economize  on  eggs  during  a  high  price  scare  will  succeed  In  reducing  the  consumption 
in  her  house  about  a  half  dozen  eggs  per  week,  and  fami"lies  using  eggs  in  larger  quantities  an'' 
more  freely  generally  reduce  consumption  at  such  times  in  aliout  the  same  proportion,  thouL''' 
iq  the  houses  of  many  ot  the  wealthy  consumption  is  never  curtailed,  except  because  of  inabil- 


ity to  get  good  eggs.  A  saving  of  half  a  dozen  eggs  in  each  family  does  not  at  first  glance  seem 
to  mean  much,  but  if  the  average  consumption  is  only  two  dozen  eggs  per  week  the  demand  is 
reduced  twenty-five  per  cent,  and  the  condition  of  dulness  in  the  market  is  easily  accounted 
for. 

Most  decidedly  it  is  not  good  policy  to  say  too  much  about  scarcity  and  high  prices,  particu- 
larly when  the  added  cost  to  consumers  is  really  so  little — when  they  are  more  scared  than  hurt 
by  the  high  prices. 

Artificial  Beauty  in  Fowls. 

THE  article  entitled,  "Bidding  Defiance  to  the  Standard,"  which  appeared  in  our  last 
Issue,  reprinted  from  the  Country  Gentleman,  touches  upon  a  matter  too  generally 
overlooked  by  poultry  breeders  and  fanciers,  i.  e., — the  narrow  conventional  lines  into 
which  our  breed  makers  and  Standard  makers  have  forced  approved  types  of  beauty 
in  the  colors  of  fowls. 

Much  is  said  these  days  of  the  number  and  variety  of  the  races  of  fowls,  but  of  actual  vai  iety 
in  color,  we  have  very  litile  in  standard  fowls  compaied  with  the  variety  produced  by  indis- 
criminate breeding.  To  be  sure  some  of  these  mongrel  types  are  not  beautiful,  but  there  are 
others  that  are  very  attractive  and  well  worth  making  fashionaiile. 

We  must  confess  that  at  times  we  wish  for  a  few  varieties  ot  fowls  a  little  less  formal  in 
color  design  than  those  we  find  in  the  shows,  and  would  feel  it  a  relief  to  be  allowed  to  con- 
sider correctly  beautiful  some  fowls  we  have  seen  which  the  fancier  thoroughly  loyal  to  preva- 
lent ideals  of  beauty  probably  never  gives  a  second  look.  Our  fanciers  absorbed  in  such  prob- 
lems as  eliminating  all  the  creamy  bloom  from  white  plumage,  and  making  all  the  bars  on  the 
barred  fowl  "just  so,"  seem  to  forget  how  artificial  are  our  common  color  requirements,  and 
fail  to  see  the  significance  of  the  fact  that  In  many  varieties  there  is  no  beauty  discernible  to 
the  eye  untrained  in  the  niceties  of  the  fancier's  art. 

Take  the  Barred  Plymouth  Rock  as  an  illustration.  Its  fine  points  of  color  are  almost  never 
appreciated  except  by  those  who  have  learned  how  difficult  it  Is  to  breed  them  to  standard 
perfection  of  color.  The  layman  looking  at  fowls  and  expressing  his  impressions  of  them  Is 
apt  to  characterize  the  Barred  R  ick  as  plain,  and  not  especially  attractive.  If  we  accept  the 
common  verdict  as  to  the  appearance  of  ibis  and  other  varieties  that  might  be  named,  they  are 
not  beautifulin  color— are,  on  the  other  hand,  "very  common  looking."  This  unprofessional 
estimate  of  the  case  cannot  be  ignored.  We  cannot  say  that  the  fowls  so  condemned  by  gen- 
eral standards  of  beauty  are  handsome  or  beautiful,  but  the  uneducated  taste  cannot  appre- 
ciate it. 

When  a  thing  Is  really  and  essentially  beautiful  the  great  majority  of  those  who  see  It  imme- 
diately recognize  it  as  beautiful.  The  lieauty  that  it  requires  a  special  training  to  appreciate  is 
not  true  beauty.  It  is  essentially  artificial,  and  we  admire  it,  not  so  much  for  what  it  is  as  for 
the  skill  or  ingenuity  In  production  which  it  represents  to  those  who  know  how  difficult  It  was 
to  produce  It. 

What  Success  in  Poultry  Keeping  Requires. 

THE  contributor,  who  in  this  issue  expresses  the  feeling  that  persons  who  have  been  led 
to  "look  up  "the  poultry  business  have  not  always  received  as  much  encouragement 
from  the  editor  as  he  thinks  the  opportunities  and  requirements  of  success  with  poultry 
warrant,  voices  a  sentiment  not  at  all  rare  in  the  correspondence  we  receive  from 
readers  whose  work  with  poultry  has  always  been  attended  with  "pleasure  and  profit." 

From  those  whose  success  has  come  only  after  some  discouragements  and  losses  we  get 
another  opinion  of  our  caution  in  advising  would-be  beginners,  and  without  disparagement 
of  the  opinion  of  the  first  class  we  can  say  that  we  believe  the  judgment  of  the  others,  based 
on  a  more  varied  experience,  is  better. 
Mr.  Keith  cites  three  essentials  to  success : — 
A  good  location. 

Strong  healthy  fowls  ot  an  early  maturing  variety. 

Interest  in  the  work  that  will  lead  one  to  be  ever  on  the  alert  for  helpful  knovi'ledge. 

These  things  are  unquestionably  factors  in  some  successful  poultry  keeping,  but  not  neces- 
sarily in  all  successful  poultry  keeping.  All  poultry  undertakings  have  not  the  same  require- 
ments. Neither  a  good  location,  good  stock,  or  interest  in  the  work  have  been  lacking  in  — 
perhaps— the  greater  number  of  failures  in  poultry  keeping.  Mr.  Keith  seeins  to  us  to  judge  of 
what  is  necessary  and  essential  by  what  was  conspicuously  effective  in  his  own  success  rather 
than  by  what  was  evidently  lacking  in  failures  generally,  or  in  any  particular  failure. 

.Judging  the  causes  of  failure  by  what  we  see  and  know  ot  many  failures  we  may  aflSrm  with 
positiveness  that  the  three  most  common  causes  of  failure  in  poultry  keeping  are:— 

Lack  of  experience. 

Lack  of  capital. 

Lack  of  business  ability. 

We  find  these  causes  in  failures  of  poultry  undertakings  of  all  sorts  and  sizes.  The  person 
aljsolutely  without  experience,  and  with  no  capital  worth  mentioning  for  investment,  and 
nothing  at  all  for  working  capital,  fails  in  the  small  undertakin;:.  The  person  of  limited 
experience  and  small  capital  who  makes  his  venture  on  a  scale  requiring  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  business  and  a  capital  many  times  larger  than  is  availalile,  is  very  likely  to  fail. 
When  the  person  whose  ability  to  manage  any  business  is  an  unknown  quantity  undertakes  to 
establish  and  manage  a  business  of  which  he  knows  nothing  he  generally  fails. 

It  is  beginning  poultry  keeping  under  such  conditions  that  we  discourage.  We  don't  say  to 
those  interested  —  not  to  many  of  them— keep  out  of  the  poultry  business.  We  do  say  —  don't 
embark  in  the  poultry  business  on  your  own  account  on  a  scale  involving  the  investment  of 
any  considerable  sum  of  money,  or  the  giying  up  to  the  work  of  any  large  portion  of  your 
time  until  you  have  enough  experience  and  capital  to  start  right  on  the  lines  you  propose,  and 
have  also  reasouable  grounds  for  confidence  in  your  al)ility  to  manage  the  business  successfully. 

Ethics  and  Expediency. 

WE  INFER  from  Mr,  Wellcorae's  comments  on  "  expediency  "  that  if  paraphrasing 
Paul's  sentiment,  "all  things  are  lawful  unto  me,  but  all  things  are  not  expedient," 
for  poultry  exhibitors,  he  would  make  it,  "  all  things  that  are  expedient  for  me  to 
do  are  lawful." 

Personally,  the  writer  has  never  had  to  puzzle  much  over  some  of  the  questions  of  ethics 
to  which  Mr.  Wellcome  alludes.  At  a  comi^aratively  early  period  of  our  existence  we  were 
strongly  impressed  with  the  sound  common  sunse  of  the  sentiment,  "  the  Sabbath  was  made 
for  man,  and  not  man  for  the  Sabbath,"  and  as  t-he  years  passed  by  we  found  a  good  many 
conditions  in  life  to  which  it  seerued  to  us  the  philosophy  ot  that  sentiment  might  be  fairly 
applied. 

We  generally  applied  it  and  adjusted  our  course  accordingly.   By  the  time  the  questions 
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of  the  ethics  of  the  exhibition  room  liegan  to  present  iht  lnselves  to  Us  in  concrete  form,  the 
hal>it  of  actiui;  upon  this  principle  \v:is  so  tixed  tli:it  we  bad  no  hesitation  about  takini;  a 
stand  on  the  questions  involved. 

We  believe  that  the  "  greater  sin  "  in  these  matters  is  in  making  Jaws  that  are  unwise,  ami 
that  the  sentiment  of  the  breeders  will  not  sustain.  We  believe  in  making  standards  for  the 
breeds,  and  rules  for  the  breeders,  rather  than  breeds  to  fit  artificial  standards,  and  arbitrary 
laws  that  cannot  be  enforced.  When  it  is  evident  that  such  a  rule  as  that  about  disqualifying 
for  down  between  the  toes,  or  stubs  on  shanks,  is  generally  evaded,  and,  in  fact,  openly 
flouted  by  esliibitors,  and  that  no  attempt  is  made  by  either  judges  or  show  managers  to 
punish  infringements  of  the  rule,  unless  the  evasion  was  so  clumsy,  or  the  violation  so 
flagrant  that  they  could  not  avoid  taking  notice  of  them,  w  c  say— better  change  the  rule. 

It  would  be  far  better  if  judges  and  show  managers  would  insist  upon  excellence  in 
Important  features  more,  and  do  aw  ay  with  the  absurd  disqualifications  for  trifles.  If  they 
must  enforce  the  disqualification  clauses  rigidly,  let  them  bei,'in  by  enforcing  those  which  are 
of  real  importance.  There  is  too  much  of  the  Pharisee  aliout  the  judge  whose  mind  is  so 
Intent  on  finding  down,  stubs,  traces  of  foreign  color,  and  like  small  matters  that  he  overlooks 
crooked  backs  and  squirrel  tails,  makes  no  account  of  a  few  pounds  of  missing  weight,  and 
puts  just  a  slight  cut  on  a  section  which  cannot  by  any  stretch  of  the  imagination  be  conceived 
of  as  fi:ling  or  even  approaching  the  outlines  required  by  the  Standard  for  that  section. 

Let  the  disqualifications  for  greater  faults  be  enforced  first;  and  above  all,  let  us  have  judges 
that  know  the  shape  that  '•  makes  the  breed  "  they  judge,  and  have  the  courage  to  pass  by 
birds  which  are  conspicuously  not  of  the  shape  of  the  breed  of  which  they  are  supposed  to  be 
specimens. 

Notes   By   the  Way. 

When  a  subscriber  fails  to  renew  his  subscription,  that  is  generally  all  we  know  about  it. 
Occasionally,  however,  one  writes  and  tells  us  why.  The  other  day  a  man  wrote  that  he  w  :is 
not  interested  in  the  A.  P.  A.,  and  so  had  concluded  not  to  renew  his  subscription  until  that 
matter  was  finally  disposed  of. 

*  .  • 

The  natural  inference  from  this  man's  statement  is  that  he  is  not  Interested  in  the  question  of 
organization  of  poultrymen  and  poultry  interests.  If  that  is  the  case,  we  say  he  ought  to  be 
nterested  in  that  question,  for  it  is  a  vital  question,  and  one  in  which  if  we  can  judge  at  all  from 
heir  conversation  and  correspondence,  the  poultrymen  of  the  country  are  at  present  very  much 
nterested.  The  general  interest  in  this  great  question  is  to  us  one  of  the  most  hopeful  of  the 
signs  of  the  times  in  the  poultry  world.

Too  long  have  the  rank  and  file  of  poultrymen  been  satisfied  to  think,  and  talk,  and  write 
about,  and  to  act  upon  only  the  things  which  are  matters  of  detail  in  the  daily  life  of  the  poultry- 
keeper.  The  situation  has  been  precisely  the  same  among  poultrymen  as  if  as  citizens  of  this 
country  they  had  interested  themselves  only  in  matters  relating  to  their  immediate  [lersonal 
affairs,  and  had  left  the  larger  matters  of  their  relations  to  each  other  and  to  things  of  common 
interest,  in  fact  all  social  and  political  questions  to  a  self  constituted  government  which  was  as 
arbitrary  as  it  dared  be,  and  always  neglectful  of  matters  in  which  Its  members  had  no  personal 
interest. 

*  .  * 

It  is  because  most  poultrymen,  like  the  man  who  will  renew  his  subscription  after  the  interest 
In  organization  matters  has  lapsed,  have  not  cared  for  these  things,  that  it  has  been  possible 
for  a  few  men  to  legislate  for  the  many.  And  it  is  because  the  few  have  been  responsible  only 
to  themselves  that  this  legislation  has  so  often  been  manipulated  for  the  benefit  of  the  few.  To- 
day as  never  before  poultrymen  are  interested  in  the  matter  of  organization.  The  scandals 
in  the  A.  P.  A.  have  forced  the  matter  upon  their  attention  and  set  them  thinking.  r-

Secretary  T.  E.  Orr,  of  the  A.  P.  A.,  seems  to  be  fast  drifting  into  a  "  slate  of  mind  in 
which  ne  may  expect  him  to  arrive  at  the  conclusion  that  the  A.  P.  A.  is  a  divinely  ordained 
body.  Observe  the  spirit  of  the  few  sentences  which  Mr.  Mc.Mlister  quotes  in  the  article  from 
the  Xorlhicest  Poultry  Journal,  reprinted  elsewhere  in  this  [)aper.  Says  Mr.  Orr:  "  The 
man  who  poses  as  a  judge  of  poultry  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  American  Poultry  Asso- 
ciation, puts  himself  in  the  position  of  the  man  who  wants  to  be  a  regularly  ordained  preacher, 
but  has  never  joined  the  church,  or  who  wished  to  become  judge  of  the  court,  yet  has  never 
been  admitted  to  the  bar.    He  is  not  a  w  hit  less  ridiculous  than  they  are."'

Let's  see  if  that  is  so.  Mr.  Orr  says  that  more  than  one-third  of  the  judges  engaged  to  judge 
poultry  shows  this  winter  are  not  members  of  the  A.  P.  A.,  and  that  their  position  is  as  ridicu- 
lous as  that  of  a  preacher  who  is  not  achurchnian,  or  ajudge  who  is  not  a  lawyer.  Is  that  so? 
Can  a  man  who  is  not  a  member  of  a  church  be  ordained  to  its  miuistry?  Are  men  who  have 
no  staniling  as  lawyers  made  judges?  We  all  kn04V"  that  both  of  these  questions  must  be 
answered  in  the  negative.

Xow,  if  th©  case  of  the  poultryman  not  a  member  of  the  A.  P.  A.  is  a  parallel  case,  a  poul- 
trymran  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  A.  P.  A.  could  have  no  standing  as  a  judge,  and  could  not 
secure  engagements  to  judge.  But  according  to  Mi  .  Orr,  more  than  one-third  of  our  judges 
are  not  members  of  the  A.  P.  A.    What  is  the  inference?   Where  does  Mr.  Orr's  parallel  fail?

Mr.  Orr's  mistake  is  in  comparing  the  A.  P.  A.  to  church  and  court.  The  churches  receive 
the  allegiance  of  vast  numbers  of  adherents,  l)ecause  they  minister  to  their  religious  needs.  A 
church  that  cannot  win  men  and  women  to  its  standard  soon  becomes  as  dead  as— the  A.  P.  A. 
The  courts  have  dignity  and  authority  and  power  because  they  are  established  and  supporteil 
l»f  the  whole  people.

If  Mr.  Orr  righily  comprehended  the  significance  of  his  own  illustration  he  would  be  led  to 
meditate  on  the  weakness  and  inefljciency  of  the  A.  P.  A.,  rather  than  on  the  ridiculousness  of 
judges  who  can  get  all  the  engagements  to  judge  that  they  can  fill  without  belonging  to  the  A. 
P.  A.   If  there  Is  anything  ridiculous  in  the  situation  it  is  not  "on"'  those  judges.

Speaking  of  reprinting  articles:  we  noticed  in  a  circular  letter  sent  out  l)y  a  contemporary  a 
strong  point  made  of  the  alleged  fact  that  it  published  no  reprints.  Certainly  that  policy  i* 
better  than  to  fill  the  columns  of  a  journal  with  reprints,  but  inasmuch  as  no  one  paper  gets  all 
the  gooil  things  written,  we  believe  that  we  can  serve  our  readers  best  by  giving  them  occasion- 
ally a  few  choice  selections  from  other  journals.  It  is  in  the  abuse,  not  in  the  use  of  the  shears, 
that  the  fault  lies.

Congratulations  to  Cornell  University  and  to  Prof.  James  E.  Rice.  That  university  has  in 
our  judgment  a  man  well  qualified  for  the  work,  while  Mr.  Rice  becomes  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  one  of  our  most  practical  and  progressive  educatiotial  institutions.  We  might  explain 
to  those  not  familiar  with  college  distinctions  that  the  "assistant  professor"  is  not  necessarily  a 
subordinate  m  bis  department.

my  egg  record  and  account  of  thirty  Wliite 
Wyandotte  hens  for  the  eleven  months  of  1903, 
beginning  with  January  1st: 


not  having  shown  the  least  sign  of  molting. 
I  noticed  that  one  of  these  heavy  layers,  tliat 
has  almost  completed  her  molt,  still  carries 
quite  a  few  of  the  old  feathers,  particularly 
the  wing  flights,  that  failed  to  drop  off.  I 
rau't  account  for  this  incompletness  of  the 
molt,  unless  it  be  that  laying  so  heavily 
retarded  somewhat  the  performance  of  the 
other  natural  functions.  This  is  a  point  on 
which  I  can  state  nothing  detinite,  though,  as 
I  have  had  no  other  such  cases  that  1  can 
recall.

The  average  prices  receive'd  for  eggs  for 
each  of  the  eleven  months  was  as  follows : — 
January,  36c.;  February,  2Sc.;  March,  22c.; 
April,  20o. ;  May,  20c. ;  June,  2.5c. ;  July,  28c. ; 
August,  26.Jc.;  September,  32ic. ;  October, 
35c.;  November,  40c.  At  this  writing  there 
is  a  great  scarcity  of  local  fresh  eggs,  and  I  am 
getting  45c.  and  50c.  per  dozen;  the  latter 
price  being  for  a  few  eggs  sold  to  a  private 
customer.  All  the  other  prices  given  were  for 
eggs  spid  at  the  door  to  the  grocer.  On  the 
whole,!  think  them  very  good  prices, but  feed 
is  high  enough  to  otfset  the  advantage  to  some 
extent.  The  average  cost  of  cracked  corn  for 
the  year  has  been  $1.26  per  cwt. ;  wheat,  f  1.65 
per  cwt. ;  middlings  (brown),  f  1.48  per  cwt. ; 
bran,  $1.05  per  cwt.;  corn  meal,  $1.26  per 
cwt. ;  meat  meal  and  beef  scraps,  §2  and  $2.50 
per  cwt.  respectively.  The  above  list  com- 
prises all  the  feed  stuffs  that  I  ever  use.  The 
difference  in  the  prices  of  corn  and  wheat 
being  so  great,  I  have  fed  cracked  corn  as 
heavily  as  I  thought  safe,  using  about  a  ton 
and  a  half  of  corn  to  a  little  less  than  half  a 
ton  of  wheat. 

From  April  1st  to  15th  I  hatched  about  sixty 
chickens,  and  raised  about  ninety  per  cent,  by 

>the  natural  method.  The  larger  per  cent 
proved  to  be  cockerels,  so  that  I  had  only 
eighteen  pullets  when  they  went  into  winter 
quarters  about  October  1st.  Later  I  disposed 
of  six,  the  value  of  these  not  being  included  in 
the  receipts  for  the  eleven  months  account  as 
given  above.  The  first  pullet  egg  was  received 
September  17th,  and  I  am  now  getting  six  to 

'  eight  eggs  daily  from  the  remaining  twelve 
pullets.  The  old  hens,  twenty-three  in  num- 
ber, are  not  laying  much  now,  only  from  four 
to  six  eggs  per  day.  As  a  flock  they  hardly 
molted  at  all  until  after  December  1st,  laying 
quite  heavily  in  early  and  late  fall.  I  find  that 
the  best  laying  all  through  the  year  has  been 
done  by  half  a  dozen  two  year  old  hens,  four 
of  which  laid  continuously  from  the  middle  of 
January,  without  letting  up  for  broodiness  or 
any  other  cause.   Two  of  these  are  still  laying, 


your  teachings  in  regard  to  ventilation  of  poul- 
try houses.  My  hen  house  has  not  l)een 
closed  entirely  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night 
so  far  this  winter,  and  we  have  had  some 


pretty  cold  weather,  too,  6°  to  4°  above  zero 
for  several  nights  in  succession.  And  last 
winter  I  ventilated  to  practically  the  same 
extent,  except  a  few  times  when  the  mercury 
dropped  several  degrees  below  zero.  At  such 
times  the  house  was  closed  up  tight  during  the 
night,  but  opened  up  the  first  thing  in  the 
morning,  sometimes  before  sunrise.  It  is  kind 
of  tough  on  hens  that  are  molting  at  this  time 
of  year,  perhaps,  to  have  to  roost  in  such  a 
cold  house,  but  as  far  as  I  can  see  they  keep 
in  as  good  condition,  and  complete  the  new 
coat  of  feathers  as  quickly  as  under  more 
favorable  circumstances.  My  poultry  house 
is  not  warm  even  when  closed  tight,  for  it  has 
simply  a  single  waW  of  matched  siding,  but 
being  on  the  south  side  of  another  building 
adds  some  to  the  protection  from  northerly 
winds.  It  takes  lots  of  feed  and  plenty  of 
corn  in  such  a  house,  I'll  admit,  but  the  results 
justify,  I  think,  the  insignificant  increase  in 
cost  of  feeding. 

I  find  that  my  thirty-six  fowls,  at  present, 
clean  up  quickly  and  clean  from  six  and  one- 
half  to  seven  quarts  of  mash  in  the  morning, 
and  then  are  ready  and  eager  for  about  a  pint 
or  more  of  wheat  thrown  into  the  litter  for 
them  to  scratch  and  hunt  for  as  they  please. 
At  2.30  P.  M.  I  give  them  about  three  quarts 
ot  cracked  corn  in  heavy  litter  for  two  or 
three  days  in  succession,  then  change  to  the 
same  amount  of  wheat  for  one  day,  then  back 
to  corn  again.  My  hens  will  take  corn  in 
preference  to  wheat  every  time,  so  they  get  it, 
and  because  it  is  the  cheapest  grain  that  I  can 
get.  Besides  the  above,  they  make  way  with 
a  whole  cabbage  every  day  or  two. 

For  a  mash  I  use  generally  equal  parts  of 
corn  meal  and  bran,  perhaps  a  little  more 
bran  than  meal,  about  one-third  as  much  mid- 
dlings as  meal,  and  one-eighth  to  one-tenth  of 
the  whole  animal  meal.  In  mixing  the  masli 
I  find  I  can  get  the  best  consistency  by  pour- 
ing boiling  water  on  the  meal  to  make  a  thin 
mush,  and  then  adding  the  bran,  meat  meal, 
and  middlings  in  the  order  named.  Sometimes 
1  vary  by  cooking  beets  and  potato  pai'ings 
and  adding  to  the  mash.  What  table  scraps 
we  have  (which  is  not  many  after  the  dog  and 
cat  have  had  their  pick)  goes  into  the  mash 
also.  I  feed  both  my  hens  and  chicks  all  they 
will  eat  and  at  the  same  time  keep  in  good 
appetite.  I  never  cut  down  the  feed  for  a 
flock  of  hens  so  long  as  they  eat  well,  even 
though  they  do  not  happen  to  be  laying, 
because  I  have  found  that  a  normal  appetite 
in  a  hen  is  a  pretty  safe  standard  to  follow  in 
feeding.  On  the  other  hand,  if  I  find  that  a 
flock  begins  to  lose  appetite  generally,  I  do  not 
hesitate  to  omit  an  entire  meal  rather  than  to 


reduce  the  amount  fed  foran  imlefinile  period. 

Half  an  hour  a  day  is  all  the  time  I  find 
necessary  to  give  my  hens,  except  when  there 
Is  some  extra  cleaning,  such  as  renewing  litter 
and  cleaning  off  droppings  boards.  I  think  I 
could  reduce  the  time  required  to  care  for 
them  still  more  if  I  had  the  whole  thirty-six 
fowls  in  one  flock,  but  having  them  in  tvvo 
separate  pens  of  course  increases  a  little  labor. 
I  clean  off  droppings  boards  about  twice  a 
week  on  the  average.  Have  no  definite  times 
set  for  doing  that  work;  in  fact,  I  think  it 
better  not  to  have  a  definite  day  set  for  every 
little  portion  of  the  work,  but  rather  do  it 
when  it  seems  necessary,  which  will  not 
be  at  regular  intervals. 

I  have  yards,  30  x  150  ft.  in  grass,  and  find 
them  an  important  factor  in  cutting  down 
labor.  If  I  find  it  necessary  to  be  away  at  the 
evening  feeding  time,  I  can,  after  feeding  the 
morning  mash,  scatter  both  the  noon  and 
night  feeds  over  the  yards,  and  the  hens  can 
hunt  for  the  grain  to  suit  themselves.  Of 
course  I  wouldn't  care  to  feed  in  this  manner 
invariably,  but  for  once  and  awhile  it  does 
very  well.  I  am  away  from  home  daily  from 
7.30  A.  M.  until  2  P.  M.  during  the  greater 
part  of  the  year,  and  therefore  have  to  have 
some  system  by  which  I  can  care  for  my  fowls 
and  still  not  have  them  suffer  from  irregular 
care  and  feeding.  With  the  small  number  of 
fowls  that  I  have  some  such  system  is  not  so 
essential  as  with  a  larger  stock,  but  I  hope  to 
have  more  some  day  when  the  experience 
gained  will  come  in  handy. 

In  conclusion,  I  hope  the  editor  will  pardon 
me  if  I  attempt  to  express  my  sincerest  thanks 
and  gratitude  to  him  in  return  for  the  help 
and  encouragement  received  through  Farm- 
POULTRY,  through  "  Poultry-Craft,"  and 
through  his  practical  and  to  the  point  answers 
to  the  many  questions  that  I  have  asked  in  the 
past  year  or  two.  Although  it  would  be 
impossible  for  him  to  keep  in  mind  the 
identity  of  even  a  fraction  of  his  correspond- 
ents, a  conscientious  and  practical  editor  can- 
not help  but  think  sometimes  of  the  results, 
whether  good  or  otherwise,  that  have  come  of 
his  advice  and  instructions  to  inquiries.  It  is 
a  matter  of  vital  interest  to  him  as  affording 
him  a  better  basis  upon  which  to  advise  in  the 
future.  I  think  I  can  say  without  any  inten- 
tion of  boasting  (although  I  feel  proud  of  the 
fact)  that  I  have  good  reason  to  refer  to  my 
modest  success  as  due  entirely  to  the  editor  of 
Farm-Poultry,  indirectly  perhaps  in  some 
instances,  but  the  credit  is  there,  nevertheless. 
I  need  only  run  over  my  poultry  experiences 
during  the  four  or  five  years  previous  to  my 
becoming  a  subscriber  to  Farm-Poultry  to 
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verify  this  fact.  I  know  beginners  today  who 
are  entangling  themselves  in  the  very  same 
meshes  from  which  I  was  released  by  reailing 
and  studying  ilr.  Rojinson's  articles  and 
instructions.  Like  many  others,  I  snapped  at 
the  bait  held  out  by  tho>e  supposedly  learned 
exponents  of  the  "Siience  of  poultry  feeding," 
the  '"science  of  matini;,"  and  the  science  of  no 
one  knows  what.  It  has  cost  me  dear  in  both 
lime  and  experience  to  learn  the  lesson ;  at  the 
same  time  I  have  more  hopes  for  the  ultimate 
success  of  the  man  who  has  been  through 
adversity  and  come  out  victorious  than  I  can 
extend  to  the  man  who  has  had  brilliant  suc- 
cess from  the  beginning,  for  it  is  only  by  com- 
ing in  contact  with  stumbling  blocks  that  we 
are  able  to  avoid  them  in  the  future.  Look  at 
the  successful  breeders  and   poullrymen  of 


today,  those  who  have  firmly  established 
themselves  as  such.  If  anyone  can  pick  out 
from  their  midst  just  one  who  has  not  at  some 
time  or  other  during  his  career  of  poultry 
keeping  stubbed  his  toe  on  some  obstacle  or 
other,  I'll  give  it  up.  But  he  will  hunt  in 
vain.  Of  course  we  hear  every  year  of  the 
remarkable  success  of  certain  individuals  who 
never  had  any  setbacks  or  suffered  any  losses, 
etc.,  but  I  don't  believe  even  these  persons 
themselves  who  have  been  held  up  as  examples 
of  success  from  the  very  start,  if  their  busi- 
nesses were  to  be  submitted  to  a  close  and 
unprejudiced  examination,  would  hesitate  to 
modify  somewhat  the  statements  concerning 
them.

Another  Winter  Egg  Report. 


.  DITOR  Farm-Poultry  :  — 
I  was  much  interested  in 
Mr.  R.  J.  Cleveland's  ac- 
count of  getting  winter 
eggs,  in  the  December  1st 
number  of  F.-P.,  and  1 
think  I  will  give  you  mine. 
I  had  100  pullets  about  evenly  divided  between 
White  Wyandottes  and  R.  I.  Reds.  They 
were  not  as  old  as  Mr.  Cleveland's,  and  did  not 
begin  to  lay  until  Deceml>er.  so  I  Ijegin  with 
that  month  and  end  with  May,  to  make  six 
months. 

In  December  1  got  405  eggs;  January,  793; 
February,  1.14'2;  March,  1.812;  April,  1,(593; 
May,  1,779.  Total  for  the  six  months,  7,634. 
These  sold  for  $142.06.  I  cannot  give  the  net 
profit  because  another  flock  of  hens  and  a  lot 
of  cockerels  and  chicks  were  fed  from  the 
same  feed  as  the  layers  above  noted. 

These  pullets  were  boused  in  a  single 
boarded  paper  covered  house  11  x  50  feet,  in 
unexposed  position,  facing  a  trifle  west  of 
south.  In  the  front  were  seven  large  whole 
windows  hinged  to  swing  out.  Four  of  them 
wereopen  all  day  and  all  night,  every  day  and 
night  during  the  time  mentioned.  The  hens 
had  plenty  of  fresh  air,  and  a  dry  house.  The 
climatic  conditions  are  less  favorable  here  as  a 
rule  than  inland, because  of  the  dampness  near 
the  coast. 

This  record  could  be  improved,  but  T  " 


satisfied  because  of  an  unsatisfactory  experi- 
ence I  had  the  winter  previous  in  the  same 
house  with  lOu  B.  P.  Rocks.  No  more,  thank 
you.  Another  thing  Mr.  C.  says  struck  me 
in  particular.  lie  makes  the  statements  that 
his  mongrels  paid  best.  I  am  a  regular  sul>- 
scriber  and  reader  of  eight  poultry  journals, 
and  I  occasionally  get  others,  and  I  carefully 
read  them,  but  I  have  never  yet  read  in  any  of 
them  that  mongrel  stock  would  do  as  well  as 
thoroughbreds.  Like  Mr.  Cleveland,  I,  too, 
am  not  raising  that  kind,  but  I  believe  they 
can  be  made  to  pay. 

While  I  am  writing, I  should  like  to  ask  Mr. 
Plainfield,  who  writes  of  his  failure,  bow  he 
reconciles  his  statements  that  he  would  be  sat- 
isfied with  a  profit  of  75  cents  per  hen,  when 
he  says  "  they  are  good  layers,  healthy,  and 
good  table  fowl.''  He  has  the  requisites  for  a 
profitable  business  flock  —  eggs,  meat,  and 
stamina.  Certainly  75  cents  is  less  than  the 
mimimum  he  ought  to  get. 

I  do  not  think  the  ordinary  poultryman 
knows  much  about  the  hens  that  net  $3. .50  per 
year.  The  fancier  may,  undoubtedly  does, 
but  we  can't  all  be  fanciers,  therefore  can't 
get  the  fanciers'  returns;  but  it  seems  to  me 
Mr.  Plainfield  ought  to  get  from  §1.25  to  $1.75 
net  profit  per  hen,  and  if  he  has  stick-to-itive- 
ness,  I  think  he  will.  Don't  get  discouraged, 
brother.

)ITOR  Farm-Poultry  :— 
I  have  been  very  much  in- 
terested in  reading  the  two 
stories  of  failure  appear- 
ing in  your  issue  of  Dec. 
1st,  over  the  signatures 
of  Will  Tryagain"  and 
"  William  Plainfield,"  especially  the  latter, 
and  while  I  agree  with  a  good  deal  contained 
in  his  well  written  article  having  reference  to 
the  "sweeping  generalities"  indulged  in  hy 
various  writers  in  the  several  poultry  papers 
published  throughout  the  country  in  giving 
advice  to  beginners,  and  can  also  join  him  in 
bis  just  appreciation  of  the  wise  conservatism 
displayed  in  the  columns  of  Farm-Poultry 
in  this  respect,  yet  I  beg  respectfully  as  a 
breeder  and  lover  of  poultry  for  more  than 
thirty  years,  to  take  exception  to  his  general 
condemnation  of  these  writers  and  of  the  hen 
as  a  profit  producer. 

When  told  a  "fairy  tale,"  such  as  is  exposed 
by  A.  C.  Allen  on  page  461  of  same  issue,  I 
simply  do  not  brieve  it — or  when  anyone  says 
that  from  a  purely  utility  standpoint  without 
any  reference  to  fancy  trade  his  fowls  have 
paid  him  for  years  an  average  profit  of  S3..50 
per  head,  you  fear  I  must  be  excused  in  ask- 
ing for  a  huge  pinch  of  salt  with  which  to 
take  such  dose. 

On  the  other  hand  when  I  come  upon  a 
statement  that  gives  the  hen  credit  for  pro- 
ducing a  profit  of  82  per  year  then  I  feel 
myself  on  safer  ground.  My  own  experience 
teaches  me  that  the  writer  who  takes  his  stand 
on  or  near  this  amount  is  at  least  within 
measureahle  distance  of  what  may  be  accom- 
plished by  any  man  possessed  of  such  intelli- 
pnte  »s  i*  evideDC€<l  io  \tU  article  bj-  >lr, 


Plainfield.  All  that  is  wanted  in  his  case  is 
that  he  be  put  on  the  right  lines.  How  can  a 
profit  of  S2  per  head  be  realized  ?  Having  had 
experience  with  many  breeds  and  with  varied 
success,  I  purchased  four  years  ago  a  pen  of 
White  Wyandottes,six  pullets  and  a  cockerel, 
all  true  Wyandotte  type;  by  a  strange  coin- 
cidence I  got  the  first  egg  on  New  Year's  day. 
I  fed  them  as  I  had  always  done  with  others, 
by  measure,  and  when  the  next  New  Year's 
eve  came  round  they  had  to  their  credit  at  25c. 
per  dozen,  (which  is  easily  got  here)  an  aver- 
age of  83.16  per  head  for  the  year  for  eggs 
alone.  The  cost  of  feed  was  98c.  per  head, 
which  left  a  profit  of  82.18. 

The  pullets  raised  each  year  to  replenish  the 
yards  are  more  than  paid  for  by  the  price 
received  for  the  cockerels  raised  with  them. 
The  second  year's  profit  was  $2.08,  and  the 
third  82.12,  and  am  quite  sure  the  present  one 
will  be  no  exception.  The  above  profit  is  for 
eggs  alone,  and  by  adding  the  price  received 
for  the  heu  when  sold  such  profit  is  increased 
by  that  amount. 

The  first  season  taught  me  that  I  had  secured 
a  good  laying  strain,  and  since  then  have  dis- 
carded all  others,  keeping  these  partly  because 
they  are  white,  but  principally  because  of 
their  laying  qualities.  Have  never  advertised 
them  for  the  reason  that  my  yards  are  facing 
the  main  road,  and  are  seen  by  all  passersby, 
hence  have  had  no  difliculty  in  selling  eggs  or 
fowls  for  either  table  use  or  for  breeding. 
However,  am  increasing  the  number  for  next 
season  and  intend  to  advertise  them. 

Mr.  Plainfield  does  not  tell  us  how  much  It 
cost  per  head  to  keep  his  fowls  nor  how  much 
be  received  from  them,  only  that  they  did  not 
jield  bim  a  profit  of  eveu  75c,  i>er  beatl,  He

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says  they  laid  well,  but  how  well?  The  period 
during  which  he  got  the  average  of  60  eggs  per 
hen  seems  to  me  to  be  too  long  for  good  laying. 
The  six  pullets  I  refer  to  laid  between  Janu- 
ary 1st  and  July  31st,  727  eggs,  or  an  average 
of  121.1,  and  they  were  not  200-egg  hens,  nor 
is  it  required  that  they  should  be  in  order  to 
make  a  profit  of  $2  per  head.  The  hen  that 
does  not  lay  §2  worth  of  eggs  in  a  year  is  not 
worth  (except  for  exhibition  purposes)  keep- 
ing in  any  poultry  yard.  At  the  same  time  it 
is  possible  to  get  both  combined.  My  fowls 
have  taken  prizes  at  every  local  show  held 
during  the  last  four  years,  and  further,  I  sent 
last  season  a  good  sum  to  a  well  known  breeder 
and  exhibitor  for  a  pen  of  four  pullets  and 
cockerel.  These  pullets  have  equaled  my  own 
in  laying  qualities,  and  what  is  more,  after 
selling  all  the  cockerels  I  bad  to  spare  I  have 
one  left  that  I  would  not  sell  for  less  than  the 
whole  pen  cost  me,  and  several  pullets  raised 
with  them  already  weigh  5^  to  6  lbs.,  and  are 
laying  to  "beat  the  band." 

It  would  appear  that  the  cost  of  keeping 
Mr.  Plainfield's  fowls  has  been  considerably 
increased  owing  to  the  mortality  caused  by 
defective  brooders.  This  is  a  rock  on  which 
many  a  good  man  has  come  to  grief.  Up  to 
five  years  ago  the  writer  had  experience  prin- 
cipally with  the  hot  water  or  pipe  system  with 
results  far  from  satisfactory.  However,  since 
that  time  have  used  hot  air  brooders  from  two 
difl'erent makers  with  very  good  results  indeed, 
not  having  lost  two  per  cent  in  lots  of  25  to  72. 
These  brooders  are  so  constructed  that  no 
foul  air  can  possibly  lodge  in  them,  and  there 
is  no  difficulty  in  maintaining  an  even  temper- 
ature. Will  be  pleased  to  give  Mr.  Plainfield 
particulars  by  letter  if  he  will  communicate 
with  me.

O  MUCH  is  said  by  cham- 
pions of  the  American 
Poultry  Associatiou  of 
the  iniiei)tetliies3  of  the 
poultry  fanciers  of 
America  to  this  associa- 


lioii  for  Ibe  "Standaril,"  that  the  following 
statement  from  a  leading  member  of  the  asso- 
ciation who  has  been  actively  interested  in 
every  revision  for  many  years  is  especially 
llniely.  The  clipping  is  from  the  editorial 
columns  of  The  Feather: 


"In  England  where  some  of  the  best  poultry 
in  the  world  is  bred,  and  where  we  frequently 
turn  for  something  better  than  we  have,  they 
issue  a  standard,  the  property  of  the  Poultry 
Club,  which  contains  a  complete  description 
of  all  the  recognized  varieties  of  fowls,  edited 
and  issued  by  a  pulilishingcompauy  in  London. 
I'here  is  no  marked  record  nor  claim  to  be 
found  in  or  upon  same  of  copyright  or  exclu- 
>ive  right  or  power  of  ovi'nership.  Yet  this' 
i-..nipilation  of  standards   furnished  by  the 


many  specialty  clubs  of  England  is  grouped 
together  and  issued  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Poultry  Club,  and  is  held  and  recognized  as 
the  absolute  law  throughout  all  the  kingdom. 
So  few  changes  are  ever  made  in  this  Stand- 
ard as  to  almost  eliminate  the  necessity  of 
having  a  new  one.  The  price  of  this  Standard 
is  but  twenty-live  cents  on  the  other  side,  and 
would  be  considered  as  a  poor  affair  with  us. 
At  the  same  time  this  is  the  only  real  guide 
for  perhaps  the  largest  and  best  trained  body 
of  poultry  fanciers  in  the  world.  We,  as 
poultry  breeders  and  fanciers,  have  passed 
beyond  the  line  of  amateurs  and  experiment- 
ers. We  have  now  reached  the  age  of 
advancement,  when  we  must  rise  to  the  situa- 
tion and  go  forward  unhampered  by  the 
whims  of  any  select  few  or  locality.  We 
must  be  as  broad  in  our  views  as  the  extent  of 
the  country.  We  must  be  as  positive  in  our 
demands  as  can  be  made  the  quality  of  the 
poultry.  We  must  be  as  exact  in  the  applica- 
tion of  the  Standard  as  the  best  interests  of 
improvement  will  allow,  and  we  must  build 


the  Standard  upon  a  rock  as  lasting  as  the  one 
upon  which  our  forefathers  landed,  and  the 
changes  of  the  future  should  be  almost  as 
unnoticeable  as  are  the  gradual  hangings  of 
the  rock  upon  which  our  forefathers  rested. 
Build  up  the  poultry  interest  upon  a  founda- 
tion as  solid  and  unchangeable  as  governmental 
law,  and  do  not  permit  fads  and  fancies  to 
creep  in  and  drive  us  from  a  future  unchange- 
able determination  to  have  the  work  so  finished 
when  the  next  Standard  is  revised  as  to 
almost  preclude  the  possibility  of  there  need- 
ing to  be  a  change  in  the  next  quarter  of  a 
century." 

That  is  plain  truth  and  sound  sense  —  but 
wilh  the  American  Poultry  Association  con- 
stituted as  now,  and  dependent  upon  the  sale 
of  "Standards"  for  the  bulk  of  its  revenue, 
the  American  Poultry  Association  may  be 
de[iended  upon  to  make  changes  in  the  "Stand- 
ard" necessitating  general  purchases  of  new 
books  at  fairly  regular  intervals. 

The  situation  in  England  shows  that  we 
may  reasonably  assume  that  without  A.  P.  A. 
assumption  of  proprietorship  in  the  "Stand- 
ard," the  matter  of  authorized  descriptions  of 
varieties  of  fowls  would  be  on  a  better  basis 
than  it  is  here  today. 

The  conduct  of  the  American  Poultry  Asso- 
ciation with  referejice  to  fanciers'  interests  as 
affected  by  changes  in  the  "  Standard,"  has 
shown  that  the  association  is  not  to  be  trusted. 
Its  brazen  violation  of  the  promise  of  a  per- 
manent Standard  made  at  Boston  in  1898 
shows  that  the  promi.Nes  it  may  make  at  any 
meeting  are  not  considered  binding  upon 
further  sessions,  and  that  it  is  not  entitled  to 
credit  when  it  makes  such  promises. 


Because  of  the  Tariff. 

The  high  tariff  on  eggs  imported  for  foreign 
countries  leads  to  some  curious  situations  at 
times.  Since  navigation  closed  on  the  St. 
Lawrence  some  of  Canada's  shipments  of  eggs 
to  Europe  have  been  cleared  from  the  port  of 
New  York,  passing  through  this  country  in 
bond.  Several  carloads  of  these  Canadian 
eggs  have  been  transferred  from  the  West 
Shore  railroad  to  Liverpool  steamers,  these 
going  through  a  market  where  their  value  is 
considerably  greater  than  it  will  be  when  they 
go  three  thousand  miles  further  to  find  their 
consumption.  Considerable  snmggling  is  said 
to  be  going  on  over  the  border. — N.  Y.  Pro- 
duce Beview.

I  have  read  Farm-Pocl- 
TRV  pretty  thoroughly  for 
the  last  four  years,  ami 
have  been  entertained  ami 
instructed  very  miicb 
thereliy.  I  have  been  a 
"hen  man"  ever  since  I  was  big  enough  to 
raise  bantams,  and  shall  probably  al\v;iys  be 
one  until  I  receive  a  ."iiiiimons  to  .give  up  the 
things  of  this  life.  I'ieasure  and  profit  have 
attentled  me  so  far,  and  1  cannot  see  wliy  they 
should  not  iu  the  future.  That  there  should 
be  so  many  total  failures  in  the  poultry  busi- 
ness has  ahv:iys  surprised  me,  for  I  believe 
that  given  a  good  location  as  regards  location 
of  buildings  and  market,  strong  healthy  fowl 
of  an  early  maturing  variety,  and  an  interest 
in  the  work  that  will  lead  one  to  be  ever  on 
the  alert  for  helpful  knowledge,  success  is 
sure. 

I  have  felt  sincere  sympathy  for  the  writers 
in  your  paper  who,  through  sickness  or  some 
other  good  reason,  have  been  led  to  look  up 
the  poultry  Imsiness,  and  I  have  sometimes 
thouglit  that  such  individuals  hardly  received 
the  encouragement  which  I  would  have 
expected,  for  I  believe  as  I  have  said  before 
that  if  one  has  a  fairly  good  chance  and  truly 
loves  the  work,  (I  do)  he  can  show  a  nice 
profit  at  the  end  of  e;icli  year.  .Tacli  London 
says:  "If  you  want  ;iiiy thing,  go :ifter  it  with 
:iclui',  and  if  you  don't  get  it,  you  will  get 
>omething  iliat  looks  like  it."' 


To  those  who  want  to  start  in  this  kind  of 
business,  my  advice  would  be  start.  Go 
among  the  successful  poultrymen,  look  over 
their  i>lanls,  tell  them  yourcircumstances,  ask 
them  fjuestions,  and  my  word  for  it,  if  they 
arc  like  those  we  have  iu  this  part  of  the 
country,  you  will  get  the  best  counsel  they  are 
able  to  give  you.  Take  a  good  paper  like 
FAUM-PoHLTRy,  and  read  every  letter  in  it, 
and  I  honestly  believe  that  if  you  have  a  good 
pair  of  eyes,  and  are  not  troubled  with  "that 
tired  feeling,"  you  will  be  glad  you  made  the 
attempt. 

I  desire  to  state  that  my  yards  are  situated 
in  what  I  believe  to  be  rather  better  than  the 
average  locations,  as  we  have  a  gravelly  soil, 
good  drainage,  shade  from  the  orchard,  and  a 
good  grass  run.  I  have  done  the  carpenter 
work  myself  during  my  vacations,  but  have 
not  been  al)le  to  do  much  for  the  fowl,  as  I  am 
away  from  home  from  6  A.  M.  to  6  P.  M.  My 
wife  and  boy  look  after  them  through  the  day 
when  1  am  aw;iy,  but  I  am  always  glad  to  put 
in  what  time  I  can  with  the  hens,  as  I  enjoy 
every  minute  of  it. 

I  could  tell  your  readers  quite  a  story  about 
our  work  started  four  years  ago  on  this  place 
when  I  was  at  home  sick,  but  will  try  not  to 
overload  you  this  time,  and  will  simply  say 
that  our  biddies  have  been  friends  in  time  of 
need,  have  paid  us  belter  than  §2  a  head  jier 
year,  and  we  believe  will  continue  to  do  so.

We  say,  in  view 
of  the  exaggerated  e.xpectations  of  persons 
asking  the  questions,  a  person  in  position  to 
aii>wer  hesitates  to  do  so  from  a  presentiment 
that  his  tiguies  of  actual  facts  will  be  used  to 
depreciate  the  stock  he  carries  in  the  mind  of 
buyers  who  are  seeking  the  200-egg  hen 
information,  and  who  will  prefer  lo  patronize 
the  one  who  gives  the  estimates  of  200  eggs 
per  hen  without  backing  up  his  statcnients 
with  facts  suliject  to  investigation,  as  editor 
Robinson  very  justly  demands  from  all  such 
claimants.  We  have  asked  several  persons 
who  quote  over  200  eggs  per  hen  prniliicinin 
to  answer  n  rtain  que.stions,  such  as  what 
system  of  trap  ucits  is  used?  orwhaloib<-r 


method  for  the  record>?  What  time  did  the 
hen  lake  for  molting?  What  lime  for  broodi- 
nes!.?  Having  deducted  such  items  how  many 
days  were  left  for  laying  the  200  eggs?  Wc 
have  never  yet  been  able  to  get  the  detailed 
information,  and  have  never  yet,  with  our 
trap  nest,  trapped  the  hen  that  has  recorded

;,NEVER  exhibited  a  birti  in 
my  life,  and  uever  lired  one 
that  would  score  raore  than 
9S.  I  have  bought  birds, 
however,  and  have  some 
sort  of  a  notion  as  to  what  I 
want  when  I  l)uy.  What  I 
want  is  what  the  majority  of  buyers  want,  i. 
e.,  blood.  It  is  not  necessary  to  descrilie  just 
what  i  9  meant  b  y  „ 
"blood"  In  this  connec- 
tion. Every  man  and 
woman  on  earth  who 
has  their  correct  mind 
knows  what  "blood" 
means  in  breedihg. 

Those  wise  men  who 
framed  the  fanciers' 
Standard  of  Perfection, 
a  n  d  those  harrassed 
mortals  who  are  trying 
to  frame  another  know 
what  "blood"  means.  (I 
think  some  of  them  are 
realizing  what  "  bad 
blood"  means  by  this 
liiue).  Certain  defects 
disqualify  certain  birds 
because  those  defects 
"are  in  the  blood." 
Feathers  that  are  located 
where  feathers  ought 
not  to  be  disqualify  for 
exhibition  because  they 
denote  impure  blood 
that  should  disqualify 
the  bird  for  the  breed- 
ing pen — for  the  good  of 
the  breed  and  benefit  of 
those  who  pay  good 
money  for  pure  blood. 
Plucking  out  those 
feathers  vv'il  I  not  change 
the  blood  of  the  bird  or 
Its  breeding  value  —  or 
its  ancestors.  Plucking 
those  feathers  may  cause 
the  judge  and  others  to 
believe  that  the  blood 
and  breeding  value  is 
better  than  it  really  is. 
It  may  change  a  seventy- 
tive  cent  bird  Into  a  $  $ 
§  bird. 

I  am  not  going  to 
moralize  regarding  the 
propriety  of  "groom- 
ing" birds  for  the  show 
room.  I  have  no  par- 
ticular interest  in  the 
matter  anyway,  b  u  t 
have  been  somewhat 
amaz  —  no,   amused  to 

see    and    hear  people   

dodge  all  around  "Robin  Hood's  barn"  when 
discussing  a  matter  that  is  extremely  simple 
and  plain  to  those  of  us  who  are  asked  to  buy 
blood. 

I  bought  a  Plymouth  Rock  male  once  that 
had  feather  stubs  ou  his  shanks.  The  shipper 
did  not  notice  them,  as  they  were  very  small, 
so  neglected  to  pull — to  send  me  another  bird. 

After  he  received  the  bird  back  he  wrote 
me  that  it  was  an  oversight,  as  he  usually 
marketed  such  birds  when  six  weeks  old.  I 
believe  that  was  correct,  as  the  gentleman  is 
well  known  to  be  an  honorable  man  in  every 
way.  But  why  did  he  cull  out  such  birds  at 
six  weeks  old?  Because  be  knew  it  was  a 
blood  defect.  Why  did  I  return  the  bird? 
For  the  same  reason.  Isuvv  had  the  breeder 
pulled  out  those  stubs  and  effected  a  repara- 
tion between  himself  and  the  bird  "  for 
keeps,"  would  that  have  changed  the  bird's 
tendency  to  introduce  downy  shanks  into  ray 
stock?   iSTot  by  ajiigful. 

I  know  a  breeder  who  wants  good  birds  and 
breeds  good  birds.  He  has  the  best  of  their 
kind  in  his  vicinity,  or  thinks  he  has  —  same 
thing.  Pretty  slick  stock,  I  call  it,  but  I'm 
not  much  of  a  judge.  Well,  he  exhibited 
some  of  his  own  birds  at  a  local  show  one 
year.  It  was  not  ju.-t  fair  for  him  to  do  so, 
lii'cau>e  folk-!  around  there  only  had  middling 


to  pretty  good  stuflf,  while  his— some  of  it — 
was  worth  a  certain  per  cent  of  any  man's 
money;  but  he  wanted  to  see  just  how  high 
they  would  score  before  he  took  them  to  Bos- 
ton. (That's  not  the  place).  He  knew  that 
no  one  else  who  would  be  likely  to  exhibit 
there  would  have  birds  like  his — and  they 
didn't.  The  judge  turned  those  birds  down 
and  ruled  them  out  disqualified. 


that  particular  breed  were  not  supposed  to 
have. 

My  friend  was  barred  out.  For  exhibiting 
such  birds?  I  don't  understand  it  so.  I 
understood  that  the  birds  were  disqualified 
because  the  exhibitor  carelessly  neglected  to 
carefully  remove  the  down  from  between  the 
toes  and  leave  it  at  home.  The  judge  had  no 
use  for  it,  and  had  no  right  to  remove  it,  as  he 
might  had  they  been  his  own  birds. 

My  friend  felt  very  much  put  out  with  him- 
self. He  confessed  his  culpable  carelessness 
to  me.  No  one  else  blamed  him;  they  all 
sympathized  with  him.    It  really  seemed  to

A  Score  Card  That  Is  a  Score  Card. 


TH ROUGH  the  courtesy  of  3Ir.  Geo.  V. 
Fletcher,  of  Belinout,  JIass.,  we  pre- 
sent herewith  sample>  of  a  score  card 
devised  by  him  to  make  score  card 
judging  do  for  the  educatiou  of  the  exhiljitor 
what  in  argument  aud  theory  it  is  assumed 
and  ^uppo^ed  to  do. 

Thi-«  card  is  in  effect  a  standard  so  arranged 
that  each  defect  may  be  properly  checked.  At 
first  glance  it  may  appear  that  the  card  is  too 
elal)orate  for  practical  use, —  that  it  would 
require  too  much  time  to  judge  by  this  card. 
That  i4  a  matter  to  i>e  determined  by  practical 
u-e  of  the  card,  though  it  is  credible  that  with 
practice  and  an  efficient  and  accurate  clerk  a 
judge  couM  score  by  this  card  almost  if  not 
quite  as  rapiilly  as  by  cards  now^  in  use. 

W'e  imagine  though  that  many  judges  would 
prefer  not  to  u>e  a  card  which  so  relentlessly 
held  them  ilown  to  business,  and  put  them  on 
reroril  with  respect  to  every  cut  made.  How- 
ever that  may  be,  it  will  be  generally  a<lmitted 
that  »uch  an  itemized  score  card  would  be 
ileriiledly  useful  whenever  conditions  per- 
isHted  iu  U8«. 


In  the  local  association  meetings  where 
members  frequently  bring  birds  for  purposes 
of  comparison,  or  to  be  scored  if  someone 
proficient  in  the  ai  t  is  present,  such  a  score 
card  as  this  would  be  appreciated.  The  poul- 
try classes  which  take  lessons  in  scoring  would 
also  find  this  card  veiy  satisfactory.

Best  I>ayers.  (V.  E.  B.)— "Wliat  do  yoii 
cousiiler  llie  best  breed  of  bens  for  layers?" 
—If  we  cail  llie  lieslbreeU  that  vfhich  lays  the 
most  eggs  fiir  the  most  people,  I  think  we 
must  pl.ice  ihe  Lrghorn  first. 

Inbreeding.  (V.  E.  B.) —"Would  y<>ii 
l  oiisider  it  advisaiile  to  mate  a  year  okl  m;ile 
to  his  own  pu Dels? "—This  question  I  b;ive 
answered  so  many  times  in  the  last  year  di— 
cussing  different  phases  of  the  question  in 
various  connectioi  s,  that  I  think  Mr.  B.  will 
tind  it  more  satisfactory  to  look  the  subject 
up  lu  the  index  in  the  Dec.  l.jth  issue,  and 
post  himself  on  the  matter  of  inbreeding, 

R.  I.  Reds.  (\V.  S.  S.)— '-Have  the  Bhode 
Island  Reds  been  admitted  as  a  breed  by  the 
Americ  in  Poultry  Association?  Where  may 
I  obtain  the  scale  of  points  to  which  they  are 
bein^  bred  by  the  best  breeders?" — The  Reils 
have  not  yet  been  admitted  to  the  Sian<lai'd. 
It  is  exi)ected  that  the  single  comb  variety 
will  be  at  the  meeting  at  Rochester.  You  can 
get  the  information  \  ou  want  from  the  secre- 
tary of  the  R.  1.  Red  club,  W.  J.  Diisko, 
Everett,  Msss. 

Hens  Pick  noo'ter's  Combs.  (Mrs.  G. 
X.  A.)  —  '■  Hinv  can  hens  be  kept  from  ]iic  k- 
ing  the  roo>ters'  combs?  My  hens  do  not 
|.ick  each  others'  feathers  or  combs,  but 
bother  about  the  roosters'  combs."— The  only 
way  I  have  ever  found  of  effectually  stopping 
the  practice  is  to  take  the  male  away  for  a 
week  or  two  until  the  hens  forget  about  it. 
Giving  bones  with  meat  adhering  does  srme 
griod,  sometimes  the  hens  busying  themselves 
with  picking  the  bones,  but  it  is  by  i;o  means 
a  sure  Ctire. 

Wants  Mash  for  Hens  that  Ought  to 
be  Laying.  (L.  M.)— "  Wl.l  you  send  me  a 
formula  for  a  good  morning  mash  for  White 
Wyandotte  fowls  that  should  be  laying,  but 
are  not?"  — I  can  give  Miss  31.  almost  any 
number  of  good  formulas  for  mash,  but  can- 
not say  that  any  of  them  will  make  her  hens 
lay  immediately  or  soon.  If  the  hens  are  out 
of  condition  it  takes  time  on  a  good  ration, 
with  other  conditions  favorable,  to  bring  them 
to  laying  condition.  The  exact  formula  of  a 
mash  is  not  a  matter  of  great  importance,  for 
ingredients  differ,  and  the  requirements  of  the 
fowls  vary.  For  a  simple  mash  with  few 
ingredients,  that  described  by  Mr.  Tabor  on 
page  eight  of  this  paper  is  good. 

Apples  for  Fowls.  (E.  D.  L.)  —  "  Will 
appies  answer  as  green  food  for  chickens? 
Can  I  feed  too  many,  or  had  I  better  not  feed 
tliera  at  all?"  —  Apples  are  a  good  food  for 
fowls,  and  are  generally  much  relished  by 
them.  Don't  think  they  will  eat  enough  to 
hurt  them.  When  fed  apples  regularly  aiiil 
aU  they  want  they  do  not  eat  a  great  deal  at  a 
lime.  I  never  knew  of  fowls  being  injuriil 
by  eating  apples.  If  salable,  however,  at 
prices  this  year,  apples  would  he  quite  expen- 
sive green  fooil. 

Range  for  Growing  Stock.  (.J.  I.  B.)  — 
"How  much  range  sliould  growing  piilleis 
iHive  to  do  their  besi  ?  How  much  cocken-ls 
that  are  to  be  used  as  breeders?"  —  I  don't 
know.  I  never  attempted  to  ascertain  jii-t 
wliere  the  line  between  enough  and  too  llitle 
room  for  chicks  should  be  drawn.  Ills  pos- 
sible, by  giving  good  care,  to  grow  very  l.iri;c 
li  le  vigorous  chickens  in  small  yard",  hot  If 
llie  time  and  labor  co-t  of  such  were  fign red 
out  it  would  generally  be  found  that  ihi-sc 
«ere  expensive  chickens.  To  grow  ^M.od 
slock  birds  with  as  little  labor  as  possible  i In- 
growing stock  should  l;ave«moie  than  enough 
room,  so  much  that  there  would  be  no  ques- 
tion about  the  matter.  It  would  be  Interesi- 
Ing  and  perhaps  useful  to  have  a  number  of 
persons  makeohservations  on  this  poitit,  keep- 
ing memoranda  that  would  show  all  the  fact». 
Iieariiig  upon  il. 

Ory  Feeding.    (.T.  I.  B.)— "  What  Is  the 

To  say,  when  writing 


present  status  of  the  dry  feed  question?  H.ne 
you  ill  any  w  :iy  altered  your  view  as  express-  il 
on  page  37.1,  Sepi.  19, 1902,  issue  of  F.-P.?  N 
it  not  largely  a  question  of  range  wheiln  r 
fowls  or  chicks  can  have  food  before  them  a.l 
the  lime  ai  d  not  go  slale  in  appetite?"— I 
don't  know  tluit  my  opinion  on  this  sui  j'  >  t 
has  undergone  any  material  change.  I  am 
still  skepiicai  as  to  a  chick's  making  as  good 
growth  on  an  all  dry  ration  as  the  same  chick 
under  the  same  circumstances  would  make  on 
a  ration  inclu.liiig  a  good  mash.  Mr.  Park 
and  I  had  planned  to  have  a  little  lest  of  this 
point  last  spring,  but  could  not  arrange  for-ii, 
nor  were  we  both  able  to  work  the  lines 
desired  this  fall.  No  doubt  it  is  sometimes  a 
question  of  range,  but  I  think  it  will  also  be 
found  that  it  is  often  a  question  of  individual 
adaptability  to  one  or  other  method. 

When  Docs  a  Bird  Arrive  at  Breeding 
Maturity?  (S.  V.)—  "  Can  as  good  results 
he  obtained  in  the  way  of  strong  vigorous 
birds  by  breedirg  fn.m  pullets  and  a  cock 
bird,  as  from  a  cockerel  and  yearling  hens? 
If  so,  at  what  age  should  the  pullets  be— 
-■Vmerican  varieties?"  —  The  first  question  is 
answered  substantially  In  the  reply  to  V.  E. 
B.  I  woulil  not  care  to  attempt  lo  say  what 
the  age  is  at  which  pullets  arrive  at  full 
maturity.  It  varies  according  lo  constitution, 
nourishment,  climatic  conditions,  egg  pro- 
duction, etc.  Ill  a  general  way  it  might  he 
said  that  early  halcheil  —  March  and  April  — 
pullets  of  the  American  breeds.  It  not  pre- 
cocious about  lan'ng,  and  not  laying  heavily 
through  the  winier,  or  allowed  lo  go  down  in 
flesh  and  condition  would  be  fully  matured  at 
ten  to  twelve  monilis  of  age,  and  I  think  that 
practically  a  pullet  fulfilling  the  above  con- 


ditions is  the  equal  of  an  old  hen  for  breed- 
ing vigorous  chickens.  But  in  practice  the 
pnllet  too  often  either  does  not  reach  full  size 
iiiilH  after  a  period  of  laying,  or  is  out  of  con- 
dition when  the  breeding  season  arrives, 
while  the  ben  with  which  it  Is  compared  did 
not  begin  laying  until  the  breeding  season, 
and  so,  if  in  good  condition,  has  a  fresh  slock 
of  vi'.ality  to  draw  upon  for  the  benefit  of  lier 
chicks;  while  the  pul  et  gives  vitality  from  a 
slock  that  either  never  was  complete,  or  has 
been  drained  while  producing  eggs  for 
market.  We  must  judge  of  the  fitness  of  a 
bird  for  breeding  by  its  condition  at  the  time 
it  is  wanted  for  use.  It  is  as  impossible  to 
make  an  intelligent  selection  of  birds  accord- 
ing to  age  as  it  is  to  select  intelligently  by 
weight.  In  both  cases  condition  must  be  con- 
sidered. 

3Iating  Cock  to  Pullets,  and  Vice 
Versa.  (V.  E.  B.)  — ''Do  you  consider  it  a 
good  plan  to  male  year  oM  males  with  pullets, 
and  cockerels  wiih  old  hens?"  —  That  is 
according  to  whether  siu-h  matings  are  going 
to  give  the  breeder  the  best  use  of  the  largest 
number  of  the  most  desirable  breeding  birds 
he  has.  To  illustrate:  Suppose  I  have  a 
cock  and  four  hens,  and  a  cockerel  and  four 
pullets  of  a  certain  l)reed,  the  young  stock 
fully  matured,  and  all  the  stock  in  fine  condi- 
tion, I  think  it  would  require  a  very  careful 
analysis  of  results  lo  show  any  special  differ- 
ences due  to  age  of  the  birds  mated  in  the 
results  whether  the  old  cock  was  mated  to 
the  hens  and  the  cockerel  to  the  pullets,  or 
the  cockerel  to  the  hens  and  the  cock  to  the 
pullets.  But  If — as  is  too  often  the  case — the 
young  stock  is  not  fully  matured,  better  aver- 
age results  in  growth  and  vigor  of  the  chicks 
and  ill  size  of  stock  at  inauirity,  are  obtained 
by  using  the  old  male  with  the  pullets  and  the 
young  one  with  the  hens.  The  principle 
involved  is  that  on  which  all  "compensations" 
in  mating  are  matle.  The  rule  is  when  a  fowl 
used  for  breeding  is  weak  in  any  particular, 
male  it  with  a  bird  not  lacking  in  that  par- 
ticular, and  —  if  possible — with  one  extra 
good  in  such  particular.   The  Immature  bird 


has  not  arrived  at  full  breeding  capacity. 
Mate  it  with  another  bird  also  immature  and 
you  cannot  get  the  results  in  constitution  and 
vitality  that  you  would  by  mating  two  mature 
vpeclmens.  I  think,— and  a  large  body,  if  not 
H  majority  of  breeders,  are  of  this  opinion  — 
though  we  may  not  get  as  high  fertility,  e-pe- 
cially  early  in  the  season,  from  ohl  birds, 
birds  in  their  second  year  mated  together, 
will,  if  at  their  best  condition,  produce  the 
largest  and  most  vigorous  chick  which  could 
be  produced  from  them.  But  it  often  hap- 
pens that  lo  make  the  mating  of  old  birds 
would  mean  to  leave  the  other  mating  of 
immature  birds  on  both  sides.  In  such  a  case 
a  much  larger  proportion  of  chicks  of  satis- 
factory quality  can  be  produced  by  using  the 
cock  bird  with  the  pullets  and  the  cockerel 
with  the  hens. 

What  Causes  Hens  to  Lay  Double 
Kggs?  (E.  P.  T.)—"  What  condition, if  any, 
in  a  hen  is  resf)onsible  for  her  laying  double 
eggs?  I  have  a  White  Wyandotte  pullet  that 
laid  double  eggs  on  Iwo  days  in  succession. 
The  fourth  day  she  laid  a  normal  egg.  Today 
she  laid  another  double  egg,  making  three 
double  eggs  laid  within  a  period  of  five  days. 
If  I  am  not  mistaken  the  general  opinion  Is 
that  overfat  hens  lay  double  eggs.  I  am  not 
sure  that  this  pullet  is  very  fat.  She  would 
not  go  over  standard  weight,  and  she  is  well 
up  in  size."  —  The  how  of  double  eggs  Is 
explained  lu  Dr.  Salmon's  statement  that  they 
are  '"l  he  result  of  two  ovarian  capsules  becom- 
ing ruptured  at  about  the  same  time,  and  the 
yolks  descending  the  oviduct  so  near  together 
that  both  are  included  in  the  same  shell."  As 
lo  the  xohy  of  it,  we  are  completely  In  the 
dark.  I  have  never  taken  any  stock  in  the  fat 
hen  theory  since  I  began  to  make  observations 
of  the  condition  of  iieiis  in  my  flocks  that 
were  known  lo  lay  double  yolked  eggs.  The 
reproductive  organs  of  the  hen  that  lays 
double  eggs  are  not  working  right,  and 
whether  the  hen  Is  fat  or  thin  seems  to  have 
nothing  to  do  with  this  form  of  ovarian 
derangement.  It  is  noticeable  that  the  pro- 
portion of  double  eggs  lound  Is  much  larger

Tbe  reasonable  inference  is  that  "the  rupture 
of  two  ovarium  capsules  at  the  same  lime  Is 
due  to  imperfect  action  of  the  system."  'The 
fact  that  In  ?o  many  cases  no  double  eggs  »re 
laid  except  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  a 
laying  period  indicates  that  when  the  ovary  is 
throwing  olT  the  capsules  regularly  —  in  other 
words,  when  It  Is  In  full  motion — Its  action  Is 
perfect,  while  In  starting  and  stopping  It  may 
someiiraes  be  spasmodic  and  Irregular.  The 
continuous  production  of  double  eggs  would, 
on  this  theory,  be  accounted  for  by  assuming 
Hiat  the  ovary  did  not  perform  Its  functions 
regularly. 

Is  It  Chicken  Pox?    (H.  A.  B.)  —  "  I 

have  two  hens  that  are  broken  out  on  the 
comb  with  black  scab  which  I  call  chicken 
pox,  and  am  curing  with  carbolated  vaseline. 
Is  clilcken  pox  liable  to  infect  the  whole 
Hock?"  —  Chicken  pox  Is  contagious.  I  am 
not  sure  that  this  is  chicken  pox,  for  the 
ulcers  In  chicken  pox  are  yellow  in  color,  and 
the  black  appearance  in  this  disease  would  be 
produced  by  blood  or  dirt  in  the  scab.  If 
ihiM-e  are  just  black  scabs  vi-ithout  ulcerous 
appearance  it  is  probable  that  the  trouble  Is 
nothing  but  a  little  picking  of  the  combs  by 
other  hens. 

Outdoor  Brooders.  (I.  L.) — "I  rent  a 
farm  and  raise  poultry.  Am  not  willing  to 
put  money  In  permanent  buildings,  such  as 
brooder  houses.  Is  it  practicable  for  me  to 
use  outdoor  brooders  in  an  ordinary  poultry 
house  without  other  heat  than  that  In  the 
brooders  during  the  winter  months  in  New 
Jersey?"— In  small  houses  that  were  fairly 
well  built  and  tight  there  would  be  no  diffi- 
culty. In  larger  houses  it  might  not  be  so 
easy  to  keep  up  the  temperature  in  extreme 
cold  snaps.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  use  for 
brooder  houses  small  buildings  just  large 
enough  for  a  brooder  to  sit  in  and  give  room 
for  the  operator  to  work  around  it — and  also 
for  the  chicks  to  run  about.  Such  buildings 
can  be  constructed  very  cheaply,  are  movable, 
and  can  be  used  with  the  brooder  removed, 
for  a  small  flock  the  season  through. 

Diphtheria  or  Canker.  (H.  A.  B.)— '•  I 
have  lost  three  pullets  this  winter,  which  had 
a  thick  yellowish  substance  form  around  the 
windpipe  and  In  the  roof  of  the  raouth,  also 
on  the  tongue.  The  breath  was  a  little  foul, 
and  t  he  birds  bad  difficult  and  hard  breathing. 
There  were  no  sore  eyes,  and  no  discharge 
from  the  nostrils.  Is  this  canker  or  diiih- 
theria?"  — If  Mr.  B.  will  read  Dr.  Woods' 
article  on  "  Roup  and  Roupy  Colds,"  In  the 
Issue  of  F.-P.  for  Oct.  15,  1902,  carefully 
comparing  what  is  said  about  "  Roup  "  with 
what  Is  said  about  "  Diphtheria,"  he  should— 
if  he  carefully  observed  tbe  course  of  the  dis- 
ease in  these  sick  birds  —  be  able  to  arrive  at 
a  much  surer  conclusion  as  to  the  precise 
character  of  tbe  disease  in  the  cases  referred 
to  than  I  could  from  a  written  description  of 
symptoms.  The  proper  treatment  is  given 
under  each  of  the  headings  referred  to. 

Sore  Eyes—  Conjunctivitis.    (H.  A.  B.) 

— "Some  of  my  pullets  have  sore  eyes,  or  eye, 
I  should  say,  for  none  of  them  has  more  than 
one  eye  affected.  The  eyelids  are  stuck 
together.  There  Is  no  discharge  from  the 
nostrils,  and  no  foul  odor.  One  man  says  it 
is  "pip."  If,  from  the  symptoms,  you  think 
It  pip,  what  is  the  remedy?"— It  is  not  "pip." 
Pip  is  a  condition  of  the  tongue;  a  dry  hard 
crust  formed  on  it  when  the  bird  is  feverish, 
and  the  nostrils  so  obstructed  that  the  bird 
breathes  through  the  mouth.  This  trouble  is 
conjunctivitis  —  a  catarrhal  inflammation  of 
the  mucous  membrane  about  the  eye.  There 
may  be  throat  and  other  troubles  with  it,  or  it 
may  lie  confined  to  the  parts  of  the  face. 
The  treatment  which  Dr.  Woods  recommends 
in  the  article  to  which  I  referred  H.  A.  B.  in 
answering  another  question,  is  :  "Give  ten  or 
fifteen  drops  tincture  of  euphrasia  in  a  pint  of 
drinking  water.  Cleanse  the  eye  by  bathing 
with  some  mild  antiseptic  solution,  like  weak 
hydrogen  dioxide,  or  anoint  the  lids  with  a 
two  per  cent  creolln  ointment  made  with  vas- 
eline or  lard. 

Inflammation  of  the  Crop.  (K.  L.  H.) 
—"What  treatment  should  be  given  a  ben 
which  seems  to  have  some  form  of  indiges- 
tion? The  first  symptom  was  a  raopy  appear- 
ance and  lack  of  appetite.  I  put  her  In  the 
bospital  and  gave  ber  castor  oil,  also  pills  of

We  also  anticipate  that  this  department  will  frequently  be 
used  to  ask  for  items  of  information  from  the  writers  of  special  articles ;  but  we  think  it  prob- 
able that  a  great  variety  of  topics  will  be  introduced  that  would  not  be  thought  of  in  advance. 
In  fact  we  expect  that  on  the  whole  this  department  will  serve  to  bring  out  just  those  bits  of 
information  which  the  experienced  poultry  keeper  does  not  consider  it  worth  while  to  men- 
tion, though  to  the  novice  they  are  of  some  importance. 


lard  and  red  pepper,  and  poured  warm  milk 
or  gruel  down  her  throat.  After  giving  a 
little  food  her  crop  would  be  all  distended, 
and— on  kneading  it  air  or  gas  would  escape. 
She  has  been  in  this  condition  for  two  weeks. 
What  could  cause  such  a  trouble,  and  how 
can  It  be  cured?"- — Overfeeding,  irregular 
feeding,  irritating  substances  in  the  crop, 
decomposed  food  and  poisons  are  among  the 
causes  of  inflammation  of  the  crop.  To  treat 
such  a  case  as  this  :— After  emptying  the  crop 
give  two  grains  sub-nitrate  of  bismuth  and 
one-half  grain  of  bicarbonate  of  soda  in  a  tea- 
spoonful  of  water.  This  is  to  relieve  the  Irri- 
tation and  correct  the  acidity  of  the  crop. 
Keep  the  bird  without  food  for  eighteen  or 
twenty  hours,  then  feed  sparingly  on  light 
easily  digested  food.  Dr.  Salmon,  who  (In 
"Diseases  of  Poultry,")  recommends  this 
treatment,  says  that  recovery  will  be  hastened 
if  a  half  grain  of  quinine  is  given  night  and 
morning  for  several  days,  and  that  if  treat- 
ment is  commenced  in  time  most  of  the  birds 
will  recover.  I  might  add  that  in  the  past 
three  years  I  have  recommended  this  treat- 
ment to  a  great  many  poultrymen,  and  that 
so  far  as  they  have  reported  results  the  treat- 
ment is  effective  and  the  recovery  of  the  bird 
quite  rapid. 

Keeping  Hens  in  Large  Flocks.  (J.  I. 
B.) — "Has  anything  been  published  in  Farm- 
POULTRY  lately  in  regard  to  keeping  hens  in 
large  flocks?  Ft  you  were  intending  to  keep 
five  hundred  hens  in  one  flock  how  much  floor 
space  per  fowl  would  you  think  it  necessary 
to  allow?  How  much  outdoor  range  should 
the  hens  have  in  order  to  be  perfectly  vigor- 
ous, and  yet  not  get  too  much  exercise  for 
best  results  in  eggs?" — I  think  there  has  been 
nothing  special  on  the  subject  of  keeping  liens 


in  large  flocks  published  In  this  paper  for  some 
time.  There  may  have  been  an  occasional 
allusion  to  the  matter  in  connection  with  other 
subjects.  I  can  at  present  recall  only  one 
such,  in  the  account  of  the  poultry  on  the 
farm  of  Mr.  E.  L.  Norton,  of  Gardiner,  Me., 
in  the  issue  of  Aug.  15,  1903.  Where  the 
fowls  must  stay  In  the  house  much  of  the 
time  the  rule  of  five  or  six  square  feet  of  floor 
space  per  fowl  is  a  good  one  to  follow.  Where 
they  can  be  out  much  of  the  time  the  space 
per  fowl  may  be  reduced.  On  tbe  colony 
farms  in  Rhode  Island  the  space  per  fowl  in 
the  houses  is  only  about  three  square  feet,  but 
here  the  snow  does  not  lie  long,  and  the  fowls 
are  rarely  confined  to  the  houses  for  more 
than  a  very  few  days  at  a  time.  For  outdoor 
range,  large  yards,  I  think  the  allowance 
should  be  about  two  hundred  square  feet  per 
hen.  Hens  can  be  kept  in  much  smjiller  yards 
than  indicated  by  that  allowance  of  yard  room 
with  just  as  good  results  in  eggs.  With  yards 
allowing  that  much  room  per  hen,  we  come 
about  as  close  as  we  can  to  the  advantages  of 
free  range,  and  still  are  not  subject  to  the 
annoyances  inseparable  from  giving  fowls  full 
liberty  anywhere  but  on  the  outlying  fields  of 
large  farms.  1  think  it  doubtful,  though, 
whether  this  liberal  allowance  of  yard  room 
with  the  methods  of  handling  the  poultry 
simplified  as  much  as  It  admits  will  give  as 
good  results  in  number  of  eggs  laid  as  more 
intensive  methods.  To  judge  results  of  work 
with  poultry  by  total  or  average  numbers  of 
eggs'  secured  is  not  to  measure  results  by  a 
correct  standard.  Tbe  final  measurement  of 
resull,s  must  be  made  in  dollars,  and  the  best 
results  are  obtained  by  the  poultryman  who 
gets  the  most  dollars  for  his  eggs  on  the  small- 
est expenditure  of  lime,  labor,  and  capital.

The  Problem  of  3ex.

we  have  seen,  and  which  we  propose  to  draw, 
upon  for  use  in  anotber  louuection  In  an  early 
issue  of  this  paper.  It  seems  to  us  not  an 
Inapt  or  unfair  way  of  summarizing  Prof. 
Morgan's  conclusions  for  poultrymen  to  say 
that  recent  investigation  theorizing  and  dis- 
cussion by  scientists  whose  observations  are 
made  mostly  on  Insect  and  lower  animal 
forms,  is  bringing  them  back  to  the  point 
where  the  poultry  keeper,  considering  the 
problem  of  sex  in  connection  with  poultry, 
has  always  stood,  i.  e.,  to  the  belief  that  the 
sex  of  the  individual  is  determined  in  the  egg 
or  not  later  than  the  instant  of  fertilization. 

The  speculations  of  poultry  students  of  the 
problem  of  sex  have  been  mostly  about  the 
assumed  influeiues  of  external  and  constitu- 
tional conditions,  relative  ages,  etc.,  upon  the 
parent,  stock.  Tlie  article  under  review  con- 
tains some  brief  reference  to  this  citing  obser- 
vations of  the  condition  of  parent  stock 
which  do  not  support  the  theory  that  it  has  an 
important  influence  in  the  determination  »f 
sex.

The  use  of  fresh  eggs  in  the  trade  is  now 
comparatively  small,  but  the  offerings  are  also 
small,  especially  of  high  grade  stock,  and  for 
such  the  market  is  almost  entirely  dependent 
upon  the  light  current  arrivals.  Fine  lots, 
containing  a  good  proportion  of  new  eggs,  are 
promptly  taken  at  33©34c.,  and  there  have 
been  occasional  lots  of  exceptionally  fine  stock 
for  which  a  little  more  has  been  realized. 
There  is  a  moderate  stock  of  late  gathered 
eggs  of  mixed  and  irregularquality,  nominally 
worth  from  30c.  to  32c. 

Of  lute  the  weather  in  southern  and  south- 
western producing  sections  has  moderated 
somewhat,  and  advices  from  southerly  points 
have  been  watched  closely  for  any  indications 
of  fresh  production.  So  far  no  increase  has 
appeared,  though  it  is  thought  that  a  continu- 
ance of  moderate  weather  would  result  in  a 
larger  gathering  before  long.  But  with  the 
whole  country  so  lightly  supplied  it  would

time our  reserve  of  refrigerator  eggs  is  steadily 
wearing  away. 

It  looks  as  if  we  were  supplying  about  20,- 
000  oases  a  week  of  our  consun>i'Hve  demands 
from  the  refrigerators,  and  that  our  remaining 
stock  would  be  practically  exhausted  by  the 
middle  of  January;  if  so,  we  shall  have  to 
have  a  very  libenil  Increase  in  our  present 
scale  of  receipts  by  that  time  in  order  to  sup- 
ply the  present  rale  of  consumption,  and  we 
are  not  likely  to  get  so  much  of  an  increase 
unless  the  weather  conditions  south  and  soutli- 
we>t  should  be  continuously  favorable.  The 
m:irket  is,  of  course,  subject  to  sentimental 
changes  in  tone  in  tl>€  meantime,  as  any  sign 
of  weakness  might  shake  out  more  of  the 
refrigerator  goods  than  the  normal  require- 
ments would  take  care  of;  but  It  would  seem 
Bulikely  that  actual  arrivals  in  this  market  can 
reach  a  point  sufficient  to  alone  supply  the 
present  apparent  consumption  before  the 
reserve  stock  now  here  becomes  exhausted. 

Recent  sales  of  refrigerator  eggs  have  been 
chiefly  at  about  28c.  Here  and  there  a  car 
has  been  taken  at  2S4c.,  and  even  al29e.,  out 
only  when  the  quulity  w  as  particularly  attract- 
ive. A  few  ordinary  lots  have  changed 
hands  at  26S2Tc. 

The  stock  in  cold  storage  Deceml)er  19  was 
estimated  at  about  61,000  cases;  at  this  writ- 
ing it  is  probably  down  to  al>out  .74,000. 

Dressed  Poultry. 

Keceipts  for  the  week  ending  Tuesday,  34,- 
o*j9  packages,  against  1(5,060  packages  same 
time  last  week.  Tbe  general  market  for  west- 
ern dressed  poultry  has  continued  in  an  unsat- 
isfactory position.  Supplies  have  been  quite 
liberal,  general  demand  moderate,  and  with 
stocks  tending  to  accumulate,  it  has  been 
impossible  to  sustain  prices,  and  tbe  market 
is  closing  weak  and  irregular  on  nearly  all 
descriptions  excepting  fancy  ducks. 

The  course  of  tbe  market  for  turkeys  has 
been  very  disappointing.  There  was  a  fairly 
active  demand  from  out  of  town  dealers,  who 
were  compelled  to  secure  their  holiday  sup- 
plies early,  and  who  were  in  want  of  scalded 
turkeys;  the  latter  were  in  comparatively 
moderate  proportion  in  the  receipts,  and 
under  competition  to  secure  the  stock  prices 
held  firmly  at  20c.,  and  occasionally  excep- 
tionally fancy  lots  were  placed  jjaic.  higher. 
-Local  dealers  showed  little  disposition,  how- 
ever, to  commence  operations,  and  dry  picked 
turkeys  ruled  dull.  Holders  were  generally 
inclined  to  ask  20c.  for  fancy  goods,  but  the 
price  was  soon  found  to  be  extreme,  and 
before  noon  it  was  little  trouble  to  buy  fancy 
lines  at  19c.,  but  not  sufficient  trade  to  absorb 
the  offerings.  On  Tuesday  the  fresh  receipts 
were  exceedingly  heavy,  including  one  straight 
shipment  of  a  train  of  20  carloads.  Tbe  out 
of  town  trade  had  evidently  secured  the  bulk 
of  their  supplies,  and  local  dealers  showed 
comparatively  little  interest.  With  stocks 
piling  up  on  receivers'  bands  a  decidedly 
weaker  feeling  developed,  and  18c.  about  all 
that  could  be  obtained  for  lines  of  turkeys, 
either  scalded  or  dry  picked,  though  occasional 
small  lots  brought  a  little  more.  Large  lots 
here  are  under  limits  of  owners  at  20c.,  a 
figure  which  is  impossible  to  reach,  and  large 
quantities  of  such  stock  will  have  to  go  into 
refrigerators.  Lines  of  simply  fair  to  good 
quality  are  freely  offered  at  lO^alTc,  and 
poorer  grades  have  to  go  still  cheaper.  Sup- 
plies at  nearby  turkeys  are  comparatively 
moderate,  but  20a.21c.  about  all  that  can  be 
reached  for  fancy  grades,  and  undergrades 
come  into  competition  with  western. 

Fancy  broilers  continue  scarce  from  all  sec- 
tions, and  prices  firmly  held  at  21'a;23c.  for 
I'hiladelphias,  ISa^Oc.  for  Penns\  Ivanias,  and 
16c.  for  dry  picked  western.  Nearby  roasting 
chickens  are  in  fair  supply,  but  fancy  grades 
work  out  at  about  steady  prices,  though 
medium  weights  sell  slowly.  Western  chick- 
ens have  been  in  heavy  supply,  general 
demand  slow,  and  stocks  still  steadily  accu- 
mulating. At  the  close  the  feeling  is  weaker, 
with  12'ffil24c.  about  lop  figures  for  selected 
Ohio  and  Michigan  scaldeil,  and  114®]2c.  for 
other  western  large  roasting  chickens,  either 
scalded  or  dry  picked,  while  average  best 
grades  are  freely  offered  at  11c. 

Western  fowls  have  been  in  liberal  supply, 
To  say,  when  writing 


but  only  a  small  proportion  of  fancy  heavy 
fowls,  and  such  held  at  114®r2c.,  but  for 
average  best  stock  coming,  it  is  difficult  to 
exceed  11c.  at  the  close  for  either  scalded  or 
dry  picked.  Old  roosters  are  weaker  in  sym- 
pathy with  fowls  at  8®$ic. 

Capons  are  in  comparatively  moderate  sup 
ply  as  yet,  and  fancy  grades  sell  fairly  at  22® 
23c.  per  pound  for  large  Philadelphia,  and 
lSe20c.  for  medinm  weights.  Ohio  large 
capons  bring  is®19c.,  but  mixed  weights 
range  from  15®17c.,  and  small  and  slips  iit 
12i  -a  lie. 

Ducks  have  been  fairly  plentiful,  but  in 
pretty  good  demand,  and  prices  steadily  held 
at  16'S17c.  for  nearby,  loQlSc.  for  Ohio  and 
Michigan,  and  14Sloc.  for  fancy  large  west- 
ern, but  inferior  western  range  down  to  lOfffi 
12c.  Spring  geese  h'ave  been  in  lil)eral  supply, 
and  under  a  slow  demand  stocks  have  accu- 
mulatetl,  and  prices  closing  weak  and  irregu- 
lar at  16c.  for  eastern,  1*8150.  forfancy  Mary- 
land, and  13c.  for  fancy  western,  with  mixed 
young  and  old  western  ranging  from  9S12c. 
Tame  squabs  have  been  in  comparatively 
moderate  supply,  and  prices  steadily  held  at 
$3  per  dozen  for  large  white,  $2.50®52.624  for 
mixed,  and  ?1.624«S1.T5  for  dark. 

Live  Poultry. 

Receipts  for  the  week  ending  Tuesday,  30 
carloads  of  western,  T  carloads  of  southwest- 
ern, and  6  carloads  of  southern  by  freight,  and 
about  3  carloads  by  express.  Supplies  were 
comparatively  moderate  during  the  latter 
portion  of  last  week,  and  prime  heavy  fowls 
and  chickens  cleaned  up  closely  on  the  basis 
of  ll<|c.  for  fowls  and  lO.Jc.  for  chickens. 
Ordinary  grades,  however,  sold  slowly  atlOw 
104c.  for  fowls  and  lOc.  for  chickens,  but 
some  reduction  made  in  the  accumulations, 
and  dealers  only  compelled  to  carry  over  about 
four  carloads.  This  week  opened  on  Jionday 
with  arrivals  of  over  40  carloads  to  come  this 
week  by  freight,  but  it  was  hoped  the  holiday 
would  increase  the  demand,  and  prices  were 
settled  on  same  basis  as  the  figure  current  last 
week.  Demand,  however,  has  been  slow  and 
disappointing,  and  with  stocks  accumulating 
the  feeling  is  weak  at  the  close,  with  indica- 
tions of  a  decline  tomorrow.  Old  roosters 
have  ruled  steady  at  "ic,  but  weak  at  the 
close.  Turkeys  have  been  in  light  supply,  and 
advanced  on  Monday  to  14®loc.,  and  holding 
firm  up  to  the  close.  Ducks  and  geese  have 
lieen  in  fairly  liberal  supply,  especially  geese, 
the  receipts  including  several  straight  car 
loads.  Prime  lots  have  been  in  good  demand 
and  firm,  with  well  fattened  lots  exceeding 
quotations,  but  average  grades  have  generally 
sold  at  S0'a90c.  per  pair  for  ducks  and  $l.aO& 
81.624  for  geese.  Live  pigeons  selling  slow  ly, 
at  rarely  over  20c.  per  pair.

When  we  tee  a  successful  business  enter- 
prise itis  natural  that  we  should  make  inquiry 
as  to  the  causes  which  have  brought  about  the 
success.  It  is  said  that  two  things  are  neces- 
sary in  business — men  and  money.  If  men 
succeed  without  the  latter,  as  many  of  them 
do,  it  is  all  the  more  to  their  credit.  If  we 
were  to  choose,  therefore,  we  would  choose 
the  man  rather  than  money  without  the  man. 

Mr.  A.  F.  Cooper  has  received  more  than 
ordinary  honors  or  common  success.  He  is 
known  to  the  world  at  large  as  an  incubator 
man  first  and  foremost.  He  is  president  of 
the  Prairie  State  Incubator  Co.,  of  Homer 
City,  Pa.,  one  of  the  largest  incubator  con- 
cerns of  the  country,  and  from  a  financial 
point  of  view  by  far  the  most  successful. 

It  is  interesting  to  notice  what  has.brought 
about  this  marked  degree  of  success;  surely  it 
was  not  money  to  begin  with,  because  the 
business  was  started  without  a  dollar.  In 
company  with  his  partner,  Mr.  J.  L.  Nix,  an 
exhibit  was  made  of  the  Prairie  State  Incuba- 
tor at  the  fat  stock  show,  Chiciigo,  1887,  which 
resulted  in  cash  prizes  of  $160.  First  and 
second  premiums  were  taken,  and  their  bank 
account  was  augmented  just  that  much. 
Otherwise  there  was  not  a  dollar  put  into  the 
business,  which  is  now  known  in  every  civil- 
ized part  of  the  vvoi  ld.  It  was  energy,  close 
application  to  business  requirements,  a  thor- 
ough knowledge  of  the  poultry  business  which 
Mr.  Cooper  possessed,  and  a  desire  to  do 
everything  well,  and  at  all  times  to  tell  the 
truth  about  it,  which  has  been  the  greatest 
cause  no  doubt  of  the  Prairie  State's  success. 

Mr.  Cooper's  foundation  experience  was 
gained  at  Homei-  City  in  chai-ge  of  the  Homer 
City  Poultry  Farm,  where  be  worked  for  two 
years  for  $200  a  year,  and  then  two  years 
more  for  $iOO  a  year,  to  learn  how  to  hatch 
and  raise  poultry  scientifically. 

We  are  led  to  bring  the  success  of  this  man 
to  the  attention  of  the  public  at  this  time 
because  he  has  just  returned  from  a  very  suc- 
cessful business  trip  abroad.  He  sailed  from 
New  York  Aug.  29th,  and  returned  arriving 
at  New  York  October  18th.  While  abroad  he 
established  business  connections  in  new  fields, 
and  brought  back  orders  amounting  to  more 
than  many  an  incubator  concern  does  during  a 
whole  year. 

Mr.  Cooper  began  his  incubator  business  in 
1889.  At  that  time  he  was  not  a  partner.  He 
became  interested  and  began  the  management 
of  the  business  in  1892.  In  addition  to  being 
president  of  the  Prairie  State  Incubator  Co., 
Mr.  Cooper  is  a  director  in  the  Indiana  Savings 
and  Banking  Company  at  Indiana,  Penn. ;  a 
member  of  the  Pennsylvania  legislature,  and 
secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  legislative  com- 
mittee; president  of  Geological  Survey  Com- 
mission ;  member  of  the  World's  Fair  Com- 
mission from  Pennsylvania;  member  of  the 
Live  Stock  and  Art  Commission  of  the  World's 
Fair;  president  of  the  Incubator  Manufac- 
turers Association  of  America,  an  oi-ganiza- 
tion  for  the  betterment  of  artificial  incubation 
and  brooding;  president  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Legislative  Fatciers  Association;  director 
from  Pennsylvania  of  the  American  Poultry 
Association,  and  has  for  fifteen  years  been  one 
of  the  managers  of  the  school  board  in  Homer 
City. 

From  this  one  can  readily  see  that  the  sub- 
jeci  of  this  sketch  is  a  very  busy  man.  His 
career  has  been  a  very  honorable  one.  He  is 
unassuming,  and  all  he  will  say  in  his  own 
behalf  is  that  he  tries  to  deal  right  and  do 
right  by  everyone.
